THE ADHERENTS OF RING RULE. 

The head-quarters of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee of Fifty was open all day yesterday, 
and though the bustle and rush of men hard 
at work were not noticeable as on other days, 
yet during the afternoon and evening the 
rooms were crowded by friends of the move- 
ment, and informal conferences were held by 
members of the General Committee. The 
Executive Committee, of which Mr. John F, 
Plummer is Chairman, and the Committee on 
Local Organization, of which Mr. W. M. Ivins 
is Chairman, were in consultation for 
some time with the representatives of the sub- 
organizations representing the various elec- 
tion districts of the City. Final instructions 
were given to these gentlemen; their duties 
were fully explained and their rights fully de- 
elared. They were given credentials from the 
Committee of Fifty and otherwise provided 
with means for properly caring for the inter- 
ests of the Citizens’ movement. From these 
representatives of the sub-organizations, who 


have been actively at work in their several 
districts, was received information of the most 
encouraging character. The confidence al- 
ready held by the Committee of Fifty as to 
the certainty of success was increased and in- 
tensified many-fold by the reports presented 
by these gentlemen, reports resulting from 
close personal investigation made by cool- 
headed men, not to be humbugeed as to the 
real complexion of public sentiment in their 
own neighborhoods. 

Only one obstacle is now feared—and this is 
the perpetration ot some wholesale fraud by 
unscrupulous Tammany henchmen. If the 
Police authorities keep their pledges and pro- 
vide adequate Police protection at all the 

olls, there is little danger anticipated from 
ntimidation, box-smashing, and the long line 
of brute expedients in high favor with the 
Kelly-Thompson satellites; but the professional 
politician, unhappily, has other games than 
these that he may play. A desperate effort, it 
is believed, will be made to deceive voters by 
the wide-spread distribution of incorrect or 
bogus ballots. The Committee of Fifty is not 
blind to dangers of this character, and it 
has exerted, and will continue to exert, it- 
self, to meet and overreach such vil- 
lainies. At each poiling-place in the City 
will be found booths fully supplied with the 
ballots of the Citizens’ movement. Thejballots 
will be bunched in sets of three, one City and 
County and two Judiciary. One Judiciary bal- 
lot will have the name of Judge Andrews and 
the other that of Mr. Ruger at its head. These 
are the only ballots to be handled over or run 
out of the boxes named by this organization. 
The form of the fiist-mentioned ballot is as 
follows;

Of this ballot there are two forms, one bear- 
ing the name of Charles Andrews, the Repub- 
lican candidate for Chief-Judge of the Court 
of Appeals, and other bears the name of 
William C. Ruger, Democratic candidate for 
the same office. Upon each form are placed 
the names of both Edward Salomon and 
Hepry J. Scudder, the Citizens’ candidates for 
Judges of the Superior Court. The Citizens’ 
Committee has sent to each registered voter in 
the City a sealed envelope containing copies 
of these tickets. It is hoped that every voter 
will preserve these ballots, take them to the 
polls, and vote them, While an ample supply 
of ballots will be provided for each polling- 
place and a reserve supply kept at each 
Assembly district head-quarters and at the 
rooms of the committee, No. 1,179 Broadway, 
there are still some fears that it may be possi- 
ble that these ballots may be destroyed by 
accident or design, or that incorrect ballots 
may be offered at the polls by persons desiring 
to defeat the Citizens’ ticket. Itis to guard 
against such contingency or deception that 
voters are desired to preserve and vote the 
ballots sent to their residences. In many 
cases, however, it is probable’ that 
voters will mislay these ballots, and 
will have to secure their tickets from 
other sources. ‘They must be prepared 
for tricks innumerable, errors in the spelling 
pf candidates’ names, the printing of the 
names of one or more machine nominees on 
the Citizens’ ticket, and a hundred other mean 
methods of deception. The booths of the Citi- 
zens’ Committee at each poll will be plainly 
designated by large posters, printed both in 
English andin German. From these booths 
alone will it be safe for voters to take their 
tickets in case the ballots received by mail 
have been mislaid or lost. And, under all cir- 
curmstances, it will be the part of good judg- 
ment to examine each ballot closely, compar- 
ing it with the forms asabove given. It will be 
gate to take nothing for granted; there is too 
much at stake; the enemies of Municipal re- 
form are active and scheming. 

Owing to the faet that the Committee of 
Fifty, for lack of time, has found it imprac- 
ticable satisfactorily to investigate the char- 
acters and records of ali Aldermanic candi- 
dates, the list of such candidates indorsed by 
the committee is comparatively small. The 
committee explains that by this step it does 
pot wish to be understood as reflecting in any 
way upon candidates not indorsed. The 

committee recommends to every voter a close 
serutiny of candidates tor Aldermen, so 
that in the event of Allan Campbell’s election 
as Mayor he may find in the Board of Alder- 
men a proper support for reformatory meas- 
ures. No Aldermanic ballot will be run from 
the boxes of the Citizen’s Committee. 

The thoroughness of the work done by the 
Committee of Fifty and the provision taken 
by the committee to secure to citizens a fair 
vote and an honest count are attested by the 
following specific instructions issued yesterday 
to the watchers who are to represent the com- 
mittee: * 

First—They must have a written or printed ap- 
pointment, signed by the Chairman or Secretary of 
their organization. 

Second—Tnhey are to have every ballot-box opened 
before any ballots are deposited, and satisfy them- 
pelves asto the structure of such boxesand that

Mr. Mathew Leavy, of the Brewers and 
Maltsters’ Association. said vesterday that he 


feared his call upon Mr. Campbell for opiniens 
regarding prohibitory legislation might be 
misinterpreted. only reason, he said, 
for desiring Mr. Campbell to give an 
immediate written response to the in- 
quiries of the Brewers and Maltsters’ Associa- 
tion was that the Select Committee 
directed to publish the names of candidates to 
be recommended fer election had its list pre- 
pared, and, being desirous of addin r. 
Campbell’s name to the list, requested Mr. 
Leavy to insist upon a written reply. When, 
after an examination of the questions, Mr. 
Campbell gave his reply, on the same evening, 
that reply was “considered satisfactory in 
every particular.” The committee acknowl- 
edged the receipt of Mr. Campbell’s communi- 
cation, said Mr. Leavy, and ‘*‘ expressed their 
gratitude for his liberal and frank views as 
published in Tur ‘T'1rEs.” 

There was little or nothing going on at the 
central head-quarters of the Republicans and 
Democrats yesterday. Politicians generally 
seemed to be resting after the active labors of 
the week, or, at the most, advising the work- 
ers in their various districts without them- 
selves paying any particular attention to 
matters that ordinarily require personal su- 
pervision, Tammany Hall was closed 
up, and few members of the organ- 
ization took the trouble to visit the 
building. Work at the head-quarters 
of the Republican State Committee in the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel, and the Democratic State 
Committee in the Park-Avenue Hotel, was 
practically finished Saturday night, when the 
clerks were dismissed, save a limited number 
who will be required to attend to a few minor 
details of the canvass. The Republican State 
Committee has given up all its rooms, save the 
two occupied by the Executive Committee and 
the clerk of the General Committee. These 
will be retained until after election, although 
returns from the State will not be received 
there on the night of election. The head- 

uarters of the City Central Committee in the 

ictoria Hotei will be utilized for this purpose. 
The members of the County Democracy’s dis- 
trict organizations held meetings during the 
day, appointed the district workers, watchers, 
&c., and gave them very full instructions in 
regard to their duties to-morrow. 

During the three days preceding election day 
false stories are always circulated by the 
enemies of candidates, who are well aware 
that their refutation cannot receive the pub- 
licity necessary to destroy their effect. One 
or two such malicious statements have been 
quietly circulated about Col, Clark, of the 
Seventh Regiment, the Citizens’ candidate for 
Sheriff. One of these is to the effect that he has 
used bis influence in the military organization 
which he commands to exclude Hebrews from 
membership. So generally was this story cir- 
culated that the managers of the newspaper 
which is recognized as the organ of this particu- 
lar race felt impelled to inquire into its truth. 
They were satisfied with the Colonel’s indig- 
nant denial, but the story has been repeated so 
extensively that nothing short of a public de- 
nial of it is likely to counteract its effect. As 
a matter of fact, the commander of a regiment 
has nothing to do with the selection of its mem- 
bers. This is a matter which is determined 
solely by the companies themselves, who black- 
ball or indorse the applications of candidates 
for membership as suits their own particular 
views. There is not acompany in the Seventh 
Regiment but has the names of Hebrews upon 
its roster, and, as for that matter, of soldiers 
of aimost every other nationality. Col. 
Clark’s views on this particular point are set 
forth in the accompanying letter: 

It is reported that a circular is being Gistributed 
tothe Hebrew population of this City charging 
that I am prejudiced against their race and creed, 
and that Iam opposed and have objected to the 
admission of Hebrews to membership in the Sev- 
enth Regiment. Such statements are absolutely 
false. There are, and always have been, Hebrews 
in every company in that regiment, and I have al- 
ways opposed all distinctions and discriminations 
on account of race, creed, and place of birth. <A 
malicious rumor of this character on tne eve of 
an election ought not tod influence the minds of 
voters, and such an appeal to race prejudices 
for political purposes should be discountenanced 
by all good citizens, Yours, very respectfully, 

EMMONS CLARK, Candidate for Sheriff. 

In connection with the canvass for the office 
of Sheriff come up at this time many ugly 
stories about the extortion practiced by the 
subordinates of Mr. Davidson, Col. Clark’s 
Democratic opponent. Whether Mr. David- 
son, who is the order of arrest clerk, or the 
Sheriff himself, is responsible tor these prac- 
tices, the fact remains that they are 
an evil which ought to be abolished. 
No hope for any reform in this direction 
can be entertained, however, so long as the 
office is in Democratic hands and the Depu- 
ties are selected from the dregs of the political 
organization bebind it. A gentleman, writing 
to Tap TIMES on this subject, who is familiar 
with the experience of a friend, says: 
“You doubtless know that the order of ar- 
rest department of the Sheriff's office is 
infested by a svurt of Algerine pirates. 
A friend of mine had asuit brought against 
him involving only about $1,000. The Deputy 
Sheriff who served the papers exacted $50 for 
the privilege of giving him a day in which to 
procure bail. My friend pleaded poverty and 
was let off for $30. I told a prominent lawyer 
of the circumstance and asked if there was no 
redress. His reply was certainly significant, 
He said: ‘It can’t be helped. It will always 
be so in New-York, and such incidents are of 
frequent occurrence.’ Such abuses can, I my- 
self believe, be corrected by the election of a 
reputable gentleman to the office.” 

One of the last circulars which has eminated 
from the literary bureau attached to the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee is a very feeble bugle 
blast designed to affect the opinions of the 
members of the National Guard, and to in- 
fluence them to vote for the Buffalo Mayor 
for Governor. Copies of it have beem very 
widely distributed, and if the soldiers can 
only be persuaded to believe half its assertions, 
halcyon days are in store for the organization 
which they represent. ‘The Democratic 
Party, platform and candidate, are all on your 
side,” is one of its effervescent expressions, 
**Under the rule of such a party there 
will be no niggard financial policy, no un- 
friendiy executive acts,’? is another. This 
sudden friendship for the Guard appears sus- 
picious to those old members who know 
the record of Democratic legislators and 
how they have always fought for a 
reduction in the annual appropriations for the 
support of the citizen soldiery. The most un- 
compromising opponents of a liberal policy 
toward the Guard in the last Legislature were 
Democrats, and to a Democzratic House it is in- 
debted for a very large reduction in the 
amount which those who had the interest of 
the Guard at heurt believed was actually 
necessary to insure its increased efficiency, 


RAILROAD CONTRACTORS FAIL. 


BUSINESS TROUBLES THAT CAUSED 8TOPPAGE 
OF WORK ON A NEW LINE. 

Easton, Penn., Nov. 5.—An unexpected 
turn in affairs has caused a cessation of work on 
the Pennsylvania, Slatington and New-England 
Railway, which is in process of construction from 
Slatington te Columbia and Deckertown, in New- 
Jersey. The trouble arises from non-payment of 
wages at Portland, where a bridge is being built 
across the Delaware River. The bridge contract 
was given to C. E. Danforth, who sub- 
let the carpenter work to Purple & Wentz, of 
Oswego, N. Y. The bridge piers were finished and 


three spans had been erected by Purple & Wentz 
when Mr. Danforth failed to make good his pay- 
ment. This ledto the seizure by a Sheriff of the 
timber and personal effects belonging to Mr. Dan- 
forth. Creditors of Stanton & Co., the gen- 
eral contractors, who also had failed to 
make payments, seized property belonging 
to the firm between Portland and Slatington, and 
at points in New-Jersey. It is said that Stanton & 
Co. owe $20,000 in Columbia, N. J., and $40,000 in 
Deckertown, N. J., for work done. All the car- 
penters have left Portland, Messrs. Purple & 
Wentz having paid them off. The trouble arises 
from the failure of Stanton & Co. to pay C. Dan- 
forth. Many laborers gave to merchants orders on 
Mr. Danforth and Purple & Wentz, and naturally 
Portland merehants are anxious for a speedy ad- 
justment of the difficulties.

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FINAL REVIEW OF THE POLITICAL 
FIELD. 

THE RESULT IN GREAT UNCERTAINTY BUT 
REPUBLICAN HOPES BRIGHTER — THE 
TEMPERANCE QUESTION AN IMPORTANT 
FACTOR—OTHER INFLUENCES. 

InpDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 5.—At the end of a 
bitter, and, in many respects unprecedented, 
eampaign, the probable result seems no more 
apparent now than at any time during the 
canvass, The shrewdest and most experi- 
enced political doctors confess themselves un- 
able to diagnosticate the case. Amid the un- 
certainty and doubt, however, this much 
is clear, that the Republicans, upon 
the whole, are in much better spirit 
and in better fighting condition : than 
appeared possible two weeks ago. There is no 
unreasonable boasting by Republicans, but 
everywhere there is determination, and gener- 
ally a spirit of aggressiveness, Here and there 
there are classes of Republicans who are dis- 
satisfied with the complexion of the temper- 
ance issue in the State, having no patience with 
what are known as temperance people, and who 
would have declined to concede evense much 
as the right of the people to vote directly 
upon the question of prohibition. prefer- 
ring that the temperance voters should 
make a_ third party rather than 


embarrass the Republicans with the question. 
There are also some Republicans who are dis- 
satisfied with the Administration and with 
Congress, and who are more or less affected by 
the party dissensions in New-York and Penn- 
sylvania. These classes, however, have not 
developed into even a shadow of open antag- 
onism to the party, and they may all vote 
steadily, but itis probable that there will be 
some loss from apathy and indifference engen- 
dered by these causes, Then the existence of 
a large number of valuable local offices 
in the several counties will have a 
deleterious effect upon the general ticket, 
and itis to be observed that, naturally, the 
larger nuraber of the counties whose wealth 
and population make these places of the high- 
est value are Republican. There are a few of 
the larger counties that are Democratic, like 
Allen, where this influence will work favor- 
ably to the Republicans, but the balance of the 
State will be adverse to our general ticket, 
and especially to the legislative candidates, 
for whom it is the easiest to effect ‘* trades’”’ 
in view of the submission question, upon 
which the Legislature is to pass. Those things, 
with the absolute loss of a percentage of the 
distinctively liquor vote hitherto Republican 
—and the defection has extended to branches 
more or less intimately identified with the 
liquor trade—are the infiuences working 
against the Republican Party. What the 
effect will be no one can tell, for in the polling 
these men have generally declined to indicate 
their position. ‘ 

The polls show a most remarkable column of 
** doubtful” votes—enougn to give the State to 
one party or the other by a very decided ma- 
jority. The favorable infiuences for the Re- 
publican Party are the probability of a rea- 
sonably full vote of the defection of Demo- 
crats who are openly in favor of prohibition 
and the apathy among those who dislike their 
party attitude but will not openly break 
away, the undoubted spirit in the Greenback 
vote in favor of the Republican position on the 
question of submission, and the vigor with 
which this particular issue has been fought be- 
fore the people, and the arrogant and vindic- 
tive manner in which the liquor league allies 
of the Democratic Party have conducted their 
bull-dozing and boycotting campaign. The 
force of these infiuences is also an uncertain 
quantity, but there are evidences within the 
ast few Cays of a decided reaction in the pub- 
ic mind and of a halt even among the so-called 
liquor men, who may content themselves with 
voting against the legislative candidates alone. 

This has been the feature this week, and 
here, in Marion County, the head-quarters of 
the Liquor League, there has been such a per- 
ceptible change in the tide that now it is gen- 
erally conceded that the county will give a 
majority to the State ticket and the county 
candidates be elected, whether the legislative 
ticket is or not. The Democratic Cen- 
tral Committee make a claim of a ma- 
jority between 9,000 and 11,000, while 
the Republican Committee simply say 
that their poll shows a Republican plurality of 
8,000, and that if all the votes are put into and 
counted out of the ballot boxes success is 
certain, but the unexpected result in Obio 
shows the wisdom ot making no predictions in 
the presence of the “temperance issue,’’ no 
matter what shape it may take, 

The greatest interest is felt in the result of 
the Congressional election. The Democrats 
claim the election of seven Congressmen 
certain, conceding the Republicans only two, 
and calling four districts doubtful. They 
claim confideatly the five they now have 
and the Seventh and Thirteenth—Peelle’s and 
Winterbotham’s, The doubtful districts, ac- 
cording to them, are the First, Eighth, Ninth, 
and Tenth. The Sixth and Eleventh are given 
to the Republicans. The Republicans’ esti- 
mate is that the delegation will stand as now, 
with the First, Seventh, Ninth, and Thirteenth 
doubtful, with Republican chances, and the 
Tweltth doubtful, with Democratic chances. 
There was a fighting chance to elect a Green- 
backer in the Fifth District, but the Republi- 
cans have not taken hold of the matter with 
vigor. The district was permitted to go by 
default in the interests of local officers and to 
help carry several legislative districts, 

A hot contest is madein the Evansville dis- 
trict. Mr Heilman is opposed by forces hitherto 
in his faver. Heis antagonized as a “boss,” 
and it is held that his re-election for 
the third term would simply fasten his 
power upon the politics of that part of 
the State. Still, the chances are in his favor, 
and unless the temperance question causes a 
general break-down, his return may be reason- 
ably expected. The Second, Third, Fourth, and 
Fifth Districts will re-elect their Democratic, 
members, and Gen. Browne, of the Sixth will, 
ot course, be elected. The fiercest contest is in 
this district , where the son of Mr. W. H. Eng- 
lish is the opponent of Mr. Peelie. Mr. Eng- 
lish ‘precipitated the temparence issue into 
the canvass for the benefit of his son, and his 
bargain with the Liquor League men was this 
seat in Congress, very method of intimida- 
tion and corruption is being used against 
Mr. Peelle, and there:is no disguising the 
strength of the combination headed by the 
late Vice-Presidential candidate. The son 
is absolutely unfit for the place to which he 
aspires. He has arecord in New-York, it will 
be remembered, and the idea of sending him 
to Congress would never be entertained ex- 
cept for his father’s money. The father also 
thinks his son’s election would be, in some 
sense, a personal vindication, recompensing 
him for the result of the disastrous campaign 
of 1880, and he is concentrating all his wealth 
and political power in the canvass, 
been overdone, however, and there are signs of 
ascare, and hundreds of Democrats who do 
not relish the idea of an English dynasty re- 
sent being used to advance the prospects of 
such a young man, While there is and have 
been doubts regarding the outcome, the best 
judgment_to-day is that Mr. Peelle will suc- 
ceed, If English can be defeated the moral of 
the victory will be with the Republican Party. 

In the Eighth District R. B. F. Pierce will 
be re-elected, despite the claims of the Democ- 
racy and the influence of Mr. Voorhees, of 
whom John E. Lamb, the Democratic candi- 
date, is protegé, law partner, and political man- 
ager. The Ninth District is very close. In 
Lafayette the Liquor League is powerful. 
Whether it will use itself squarely against Mr. 
Orth is not known. Judge Ward, Mr. Orth’s 
opponent, is a pleasant and rather popular 

gentleman, but has some weaknesses which 
will not help him where he is best known. He 
bas made straight free trade speeches, which 
have hurt him somewhat with the working 
men of Lafayette, and has favored the convict 
labor system in vogue in the State, which 
affects thezcoopers especially, Jof whom there 
ara many in that district, and who are 
working in favor of Mr. Orth, Mr, Winter- 
botham, the Democratic candidate in the 
Thirteenth District, being the contractor for 
the labor in the Southern Prison, and Mr. Mur- 

dock, the Warden of the penitentiary, being a 

Lafayette Democrat, Mr. Orth’'s —. to

dences of great sympathy, and nowhere an 

Republican defection. Mr. Orth’s election is 

claimed with great confidence, In the Tenth 

District there is a detection against Mr. De 

Motte, principally In Cass County, but 1t will 

be made up in the western part of the district 

and his return secured. 

In the Eleventh, Major Steele will bo re- 
elected. In the Twelfth, Judge Lowry may 
be defeated by W. C. Glasgow, of Lagrange, 
who has made an unexpectedly vigorous and 
successful canvass, while his opponent has not 
been able to overcome the disaffection over his 
nomination which resulted in the withdrawal 
of the delegations of two counties from the 
convention. Next to this district the bitterest 
struggle is in the Thirteenth against Major 
Calkins, There is a large German vote here, 
while the Democrats have made a 
strenuous .warfare against Mr. Calkins 
on party} grounds. and because of his 
action on the Committee of Hlectioens. 
But Mr. Winterbotham’s convict labor has 
operated against him among the working men 
of South Bend and Eikhart. This review is 
based upon the situation, irrespective of the 
possible effects of the temperance issue. Should 
that werk in Indiana as it did in Ohio, there is 
a chance that the Republicans will lose all the 
doubtful districts, but if its bad effects are cir- 
cumscribed and offset by gains from the tem- 
perance vote, the Congressional delegation 
will remain as it is.

Hehad been told, 
10wever, by well-informed Republicans, that 
since the Ohio election the prospects were im- 
proving. ‘The defeat there had had the effect 
of stirring up the Republicans and _ increasing 
their interest in the campaign, He had ad- 
dressed five rousing meetings, and from the 
numbers and character of the audiences he 
would judge the indications to be favorable. 

‘* What influence will the temperance ques- 
tion exert on the result ?”’

A LOSS TO THE BOURBONS OF FIVE CON: 
GRESSMEN CONFIDENTLY PREDICTED. 

Raretau, N. C., Nov. 5.—The contest in 
this State, where during the past 15 years the 
battle at the ballot-boxes has been one directly 
between the two great political parties, isa 
decidedly novel one this year. Issues on mat- 
ters of State Government have brought about 
an alliance between the Republicans and Lib- 
eral Democrats, who appear in this campaign 
in opposition to the law passed last year pro- 
hibiting the manufacture and sale of liquor in 
the State and in favor of the restoration to the 


peoplo of the right to elect County Commis- 
sioners, Justices of the Peace, and School Com- 
mitteemen. The gentlemen formerly acting 
with the Democrats most prominent in this al- 
liance are ex-Senator Thomas L. Clingstone, 
the Hon. Charles Price, Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, Col. Wiiliam Johnston, 
Democratic candidate for Governor in 1862, Dr. 
Tyre York, J. T. Respass, Col. George N. 
Folk, F. H. Darling, L. F. Churchill, W. M, 
Cocke, Col. John R. Winston, R. H. Lyon, 
Willis Jenkins, and a hundred others who 
have been active Democratic leaders in their 
respective counties. ‘he nominees of the Lib- 
eral Democrats for Congressman at Large and 
Judges were indorsed by the Republican con- 
vention, and Republican district Congressional 
nominees have, in turn, received the indorse- 
ment of Liberal Democrats in some instances. 
The Bourbon Democrats, who are opposed to 
this alliance, led by Senators Vance and 
Ransom and the other Bourbon lights, have 
run their campaign on the color line, and by 
attempts to inflame the passions of the white 
men against the colored men, have tried to 
drive back the Liberals who have allied them- 
selves with the Republicans. This effort has 
failed as a whole, and in the one notable ex- 
ception the Liberals were gainers by the de- 
sertion. Thestrength of the Liberal Party is 
estimated by the Boot judges to be 30,000— 
an absolute defection from the Bourbon 
ranks, end one which, unless all signs fail, 
will give the State to the allied parties be- 
yond peradventure, The alliance is strength- 
ened by the fact that the existing system of 
county government has placed absolutely 
in the hands of the Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic County Committees the control of 
county appointments as well as county gov- 
ernment, Against this system, which has 
been productive of county rings, the people 
are revolting and propose to take the gov- 
ernment into their own hands and elect 
their county officers, instead of longer 
permitting the Legislature to do it for them. 
The Republicans are nearly unanimous in 
their support of the coalition, and the defec- 
tion from their ranks in consequence is not 
estimated to exceed 1,000 in the State. ‘he 
total Republican vote is estimated to be '147,- 
000; the Liberal, 30,000; the Bourbon, 126,000, 
This would give the alliance a majority of 
51,000. As there is no ticket for State officers 
there will probably be a falling off in 
the total vote, but to what extent is 
wholly a matter of conjecture. Reports 
received from 1,500 correspondents from town- 
ships scattered all through the State indicate a 
favorable vote by the allied parties of 125,- 
000, and by the Bourbons of 111,000. This 
would elect the candidates for Judges, and 
Oliver H. Dockery as Congressman at Large.

THE FIGHT IN MINNESOTA. 
A SOLID REPUBLICAN DELEGATION IN CON- 
GRESS ALMOST CERTAIN, . 

Sr. Pauu, Nov. 5.—In three of the five 
Congressional districts of Minnesota the Dem- 
ocrats are not even making a canvass, so little 
chance have they of electing candidates. As 
the result, Miles White in the First, J. B. 
Wakefield in the Second, and H. B. Strait 
in the Third, all stanch . Hepublieans, 
will be elected, against an opposition so 
slight that it is hardly worth dignifying 
by the title. In the Fourth District, in 
which are this city and Minneapolis,

There are 
two other candidates who are opposed 
to him—William D. Washburn, a Rea. 

The 
Prohibitionists claim to be able to poll 2,000 
votes, Mayor Ames’s friends are urging Mr. 
Phillips to remain in the field, believing that 
the Republican majority of the district can be 
overcome if they can keep up this triangular 
fight. Mr. Washburn’s friends, however, do 
not regard the situation as serious, The 
profligacy of fAmes and the use of his 
official position in behalf of the gamb- 
lers, saloon and _ brothel-house keepers, 
have made him notorious and lessened his 
chances even of polling his full party vote. In 
order to increase the strength of the Prohibi- 
tion candidate an agitation has been created 
in favor of a prohibition amendment to the 
Constitution. 

The real interest in the Congressional strug- 
gle in this State centres upon the Fifth Dis- 
trict, where there are two Republicans in 
the field, Knute Nelson and C. F. Kin- 
dred, and FE. P. Barnum, a Demo- 
crat. The latter, however, has practically 
dropped out of the race. Kindred is a parvenu 
| sapmaage whose first appearance in public 
ife was as defendant in a suit brought by the 
Northern Pacific Railroad to recover a 
large sum of money acquired by him 
in certain land operations when he 
was chief clerk of their land office. 
Kindred settled for $50,000, and with 
the balance entered the field of politics. 
He bought his nomination, and the dis- 
gust of decent Republicans toward him 
is such that they will largely support 
Mr. Nelson, notwithstanding he is regarded as 
the representative of the political organiza- 
tion which is denounced as the Ring. Mr. 
Nelson’s personal reputation is above reproach. 
Kindred will need nearly the whole Demo- 
cratic vote to electhim. By adeal with the 
Democrats Barnum is acting as a dummy to 
catch the votes of the reputable Vemocrats, All 
the Democratic votes that the Democratic ma- 
chine can control will go to kindred.

He solicited 
employment for that purpose, and Mr. Bliss, 
to whom the matter was referred, commended 
that heshouid beemployed. On July 12he wrote 
a letter, in which he astonished his employers 
by suggesting that they should bribe jurors, 
and he was dismiased. The connections exist- 
ing between Fali and the other participants in 
the conspiracy to besmirch the department 
have recently been made plain by several pub- 
lications, and Payne, one of these men, was on 
trial last week in the Police Court. The let- 
ter which Fall wrote and seat to Mr. Browster 
Cameron, of the Department of Justice, wag 
as follows:

Government away all thetime. If I perfect tha 
arrangement which I have suggested, I cannot 
permit him to know enything about it. 

The plan I have suggested is the only safe and 
feasible plan I can suggest, and I am confiaent [ 
have sufficient influence to make the conneetion. 
Ihave tried to see you several times, bat being 
unable, deem it important to leave my suggestion 
on paper.

PARTY LINES IN FRANCE 


PARLIAMENT THREATEND WITH 
EHARLY DISSOLUTION. 
ACTIONS THAT WEAKEN THE POWER OF 
THE GOVERNMENT — FACTS SHOWING 
THEIR EXTENT — GREVY’S FAILING 
HEALTH—ABSURDITIES IN A NEW PLAY. 

Paris, Oct. 23.—Will there or will there 
not be a dissolution of the French Parliament? 
M. Duclerc has pronounced the word, but who 
will accomplish the fact? The President of 
the Council regrets, I fancy, his imprudent 
.tonfidences to M. Oppert, of Blowitz. He is 
nlarmed at the tempest raised by these confi- 
lences; he can no longer converse, even confi- 
fentially, with a reporter of the Zimes, so 
loquacious and indiscreet are nowaday inter- 
viewers. I am not surprised that M. Duclerc 
should threaten Parliamentary dissolution. or 
rather, 1 am not surprised that he should seri- 
ously contemplate that operation; but it was a 
mistake to talk about his intentions so long be- 
forehand, as it is a mistake to allude to death 
inasick chamber. Still, M. Duclere’s threat is 
only a reprisal, after all, as he says himself: 
**My political demise is the one subject of con- 
versation among the Deputies,” and naturally, 
if those gentlemen meditate on his death, he is 
inclined to meditate upon their expulsion. He 
pretends to play the scene of Reynard’s ‘‘ Uni- 
versal Legatee,’? where the burlesque hero of 
that comedy resuscitates suddenly and drives 
his greedy heirs out of his chamber with a 
broomstick, while the Chamber, unwilling to 
be driven out, meditates to take time by the 
forelock and drive out M. Duclerc. 

At loggerheads is the Cabinet with the Legis- 
lative body; it had but one communication 
with the Chamber in its last session, and that 
was for its prorogation, yet it speaks already 
of dissolution, and I judge that the first inter- 
view of the Executive with the legislators will 
be highly interesting. The holidays are near- 
ly over; the truce is ended; there are rumors 
in the air of interpellations and crises and 


programmes, and the advent of politics 1s 
scented from afar as people scent the coming 
ofarain-shower. The last session closed with 
a crisis, and the next session must inevitably 
begin with a crisis, as, though M. Duclerc’s 
Cabinet may live through that crisis, it can- 
not escape it. here is no support to be ex- 
ected on the one side from M. Grévy and 
from the Senate; there is confusion worse con- 
founded on the other. M. Grévy’s health is 
failing; he has not the iron constitution of 
M. Thiers, who was still juvenile at the 
age of 72, and it is in vain that the President 
pf his Council renews the dilemma about 
*fsoumission or démission;” the lethargy of 
the Elysée Bourbon remains unbroken. M. 
de Freycinet did not find there the support 
on which he reckoned to achieve the definite 
discomfiture of opportunism, and when M. 
Duclere summons him to state categorically 
his views and instructions, M. Grévy shakes 
his head and declares that he will be guided 
by the views and instructions of the Parlia- 
mentary majority. But where is that majori- 
ty? The Wallon Constitution vested legisla- 
tive power in two houses, The Senate has be- 
come only a sort of national museum, 
the conservatory of French political illus- 
trations, an intermittent exhibition of 
the most improved specimens of Par- 
liamentary- eloquence, but it is nothing 
more. It deliberates, it interpellates, Minis- 
ters pay visits to it, yet all for form’s sake, so 
as to produce on the public the impression of a 
genuinely discussing assembly, although its 
notes count for nothing, and it can neither sus- 
tain nor upset a Cabinet. Now and then the 
chief Executive chooses from its members the 
President of his Ministerial Council], just as— 
ardon the irreverent comparison—the organ- 
zer of official fétes selects from the national 
repository some antique or curious piece of 
furniture with which to increase the magnifi- 
rence of a national palace. Like M. de Frey- 
cinet, M. Duclerc is a specimen of Senatorial 
Ministers, and again Jike M, de Freycinet, M. 
Duclere nurses up no delusions concerning the 
amount of even ephemeral support which he 
ran expect from his colleagues. The Senate 
js oniy the phantom of an upper house, and it 
is against the Chamber that the Cabinet will 
have to contend, for, in spite of the Constitu- 
tion, the entire sovereignty is concentrated in 
the Chamber of Deputies. 

To assert that the present precarious situa- 
tion results from Republicanism is arrant non- 
sense. ‘The question of any substitution of an- 
Dther form of government for the republi- 
ran form cannot be seriously mooted, except 
among a few political fossils who, like the 
Sourbons, ** have never learned and never for- 
gotten anything,”’ and you can judge for your- 
self below how much weight the partisans of 
monarchy have in the debates at the Palais 
Bourbon, how much popularity they enjoy 
with the masses, The republic is anchored in 
France and cannot be overthrown; unfortu- 
nately, its defenders, stanch as they are in 
their attachment to its régime, thwart its prog- 
ress by ill-advised opposition to individuals 
dn considerations of secondary importance, and 
so render a governmental majority—for any 
fovernment—impossible. The Chamber, con- 
jaining 530 members, is divided into 10 groups, 
»f which I will give the nomenclature and cite 
she organs as evidence of the difficulty beset- 
ting the path of Cabinet Ministers: The Royal- 
Ist Right, 45in number; leaders, the Duke of 
Rochefoucauld-Bisaccia and Mer. Freppel; 
newspapers, Union, Gazette de France, 
Dlairon, France Nouvelles, Soleil Univers, Ami 
du Peuple, Le Monde. The Imperialist Right, 
45 in number; leaders, MM. Paul de Cassag- 
nac and Jolibois; newspapers, Pays, Petit 
Caporal, Le Combat. The Conservatives, for- 
merly called Right Centre, also nicknamed the 
‘“Umbrellas;” thesegentlemen sit on the fence 
between Orleanism and Legitimism; they 
number in ail 15; they are led by the Baron 
Macau and M. Lorois, and give forth their 
sentiments in the Figaro, Gaulois, Moniteur 
Universel, Petit Moniteur, Petite Presse, Con- 
stitutionel, Le Francais, La Patrie, and La Dé- 
fense. The Left Centre, also sitters upon the 
fence, but inthis instance on the rails which 
separate republicanism from mild constitu- 
tional monarchy, musters 15 adherents, whose 
chief is M. Ribot, and whose organ is Le Parle- 
ment. Ten Grévy-Freycinetists follow the 
instructions of MM. Wilson, Jules Ferry, and 
Yirard, and patronize four journals, to wit: 
La France, La Paix, La Vérité, and La 
France Populaire. The Independent Republi- 
rans count 50 votes; they obey no particular 
leader, and shift their support as circumstances 
dictate; their press is ably conducted, it con- 
sists of the Zemps, Kvénement, Gil Blas, Na- 
tional, X/Xth Siécle, Presse, Petit Journal, 
Soir, Charivari, Liberté, Télégraphe, Upinion, 
bien Public, Estafette, Courrier du Soir, Le 
Matin. M. Devés, surnamed the ‘Ministerial 
Newfoundland dog,’’? for his laudable 
efforts to rescue all Cabinets in danger of ship- 
wreck, addresses the friends of his 40 hancke 
men in the columns of the Siécle only. To 
the Republican Union, numbering 210, M. 
Gambetta coramunicates his instructions by 
means of the Paris, Voltaire, République Fran- 
caise, Petite République, Débats, Henri IV., 
Unité Nationale, Kapress, Réforme, and Ville 
de Faris. On subjects requiring to be Chau- 
vinized the Drapeau has its word of order from 
the Chanssée d’Antin head-quarters. The 
Union Democratique, 40 seats, is led by MM. 
Lockroy and Madier de Montjau; its organs 
are the ‘‘appel andthe Lanterne. MM, Clemen- 
ceau, Louis Blanc, and Clovis Hugues lead the 
Gaucho Intransigeante—the uncompromisers, 
60 in all—and speak their minds freely in tho 
Justice,the Radical, the Intransigeant, (Roche- 
tort’s paper,) ‘the Marseillaise, the Mot d’Or- 
ure, of which the motto is ‘‘ Neither God nor 
Master |? the Citoyen, the Reveil, the Petit 
Parisien, and the lecteur Libre. 

Now, these factions disagree on nearly 
every point of detail; each has its pet gov- 
ernmental hobby; no one of them has suffi- 
cient force of attraction to bring to it the 
others, and the most powerful, that of M. Gam- 
betta, is the mostisolated, With this chaos 
—and by no other name can it be called—the 
Indisposition of men of real value to take office 
js comprehensible. M. Duclerc was appointed 
after every one of mark had refused the 
thankless mission. No one credited him with 
the faintest independence; it was supposed 
that he would yield or disappear }before the 

t hostile manifestation, and now that 
oy has shown both ability and firmness, 
opie are surprised and disappointed. 
ow he will come out of his struggle 
with demagogism no one can say. But he is 
prepared to brave the storm, andif M. Grévy 
‘were as he was six months ago, physically and 
morally, the Chamber would be dissolved and 
the country warned not to put its confidence 
in mere blatant politicians, to fseek rather for 
epresentatives whose views are not limited by 
fhe horizon of their native village, M. Du- 
clere and his friends are not-alarmists, but i 
fancy that they will take steps to make known 
ow foreign a need as much attention as 
mere “Jocal. matters... Some - of 


. of travelers, 


have already hey to do so indirectly, the 
Sotr opening th lby a few quotations from 
Dr, Schacht’s geography, the text-book used. 
in the German schools. The Germans are 
very remarkable geographers, but they apply 
to geography the system of the famous 
Bilboquet, treating coveted provinces as 
that legendary chief of juggiers did the trunks 
* They ought te be ours!” Dr. 
Schacht has entirely rectified the France-Ger- 
man frontier; he considers the line proposed, 
in 1815, by Prince Hardenberg, who was satis- 
fied with the possession of Alsatia, and even the 
lineimposed in 1871,by Prince von Bismarck, as 
too restricted. The frontier of the future is to 
start from Cape Grisnez, between Boulogne 
and Calais, cross the plateau of Langres, and 
continue in a straight line to Belfort, which 
will simply Germanize the Department of the 
Nord, the Ardennes, the Meuse, the Meurthe- 
et-Moselle, all the Vosges, and one-half of the 
Pas-de-Valais, the Aisne, the Marne, and the 
Haute-Marne. ‘‘ Excuse my moderation,” as 
M. Rossini used to say when he had somethin 
very extravagant to ask of a manager. A 
this is seriously claimed as German territory, 
anditis proved to be German territory by 
showing how it was separated from Ger- 
many by the division of the empire of 
Charlemagne. Nor is it set forth or taught 
paradoxically ; the author is in sober earnest, 
and, beyond a doubt, on the first favorable 
opportunity, the execution of his system will 
be as serious as its teachings are now. Dr. 
Schacht now goes further; he would deprive 
France of all those southern Provinces which 
he asserts have been illegally introduced into 
her national unity. The French have no right 
to Lyons; Provence should form an autono- 
mous State, as in the days of good King René 
and the trouvéres, and Savoy and Nice must 
go back to the Italians, for ‘‘France is a 
strictly oceanic nation!” ‘‘Don’& laugh at 
this,smy countrymen !” exclaims the Soir; "You 
used tosneer, previous to 1870, at the dreams 
of those whom you called beer-drinkers. You 
sneer less since then, and if I heard said that 
Germans laid claims to Versailles because 
their Kaiser was proclaimed there, I should 
watch and guard Versail’es |” 

Perhaps there is much exaggeration in these 
presentiments of impending evil, and yet ex- 
perience ought to teach the French nation 
that their legislators are derelict in wasting 
precious time in puerile discussions of trifles, 
in the periodical upsetting of Ministries, in 
quarrelsover words which would haye made 
the Byzantines jealous, while so much remains 
to be done for the reorganization of the 
national defense. M. Duclere is the first 
French statesman who has dared to look the 
danger straight in the face, and, better still, 
to tell his countrymen that they have less to 
fear from collectivists, and anarchists,‘ and 
old {fogy champions of divine right than 
from those who, across the Rhine, are ready 
to pounce upon their neighbors, and it is be- 
cause of his foresight and his nerve that I 
think M. Duclere is quite capable of taking 
up the gauntlet which the Chamber ot Deputies 
threatens to throw down in November. Ex- 
cuse this long dissertation on politics; but we 
are on the eve of a very important crisis in 
the fortunes of the republic, about which 
all the Continental press comments freely and 
the country is anxious. 

The Fantaisies Parisiennes, still called the 
Beaumarchais by its former patrons, has 
opened its Winter list of novelties with a so- 
stvled ‘‘folly,” a kind of four-act vaudeville, 
‘La Noce Tocasson,”’ for which M. Buguet, 
sometimes a maker of fire-works, wrote the 
words and M. Stapleaux the music. M. Sta- 
pleaux makes his début here as a composer 
having been previously known as a sensationa 
novelist only. M. Buguet, though, is not at 
his first attempt, being the licensed purveyor 
of several little theatres of the capital, It 
was to be named “ Poitrasson'’s Wedding,”’ 
but a live Poitrasson, in flesh and blood, 
a carriage-builder by trade, turned up, 
and, threatening a prosecution if his patro- 
nymic re on a play-bill, ‘* Tocasson”’ 
was substituted, the which transformation, 
I may safely say, in no way interferes 
with the beauties of tne piece aptiy entitled a 
**folly,” as the Bastile, near which it is per- 
formed, is on the direct road to the Charmton 
Lunatic Asylum. I listened to this ‘** folly” 
with the most scrupulous attention, yet [ am 
embarrassed to tell the meaning of the author’s 
hallucinations, and frankly avew that I 
laughed without knowing why. I saw a 
young man on the eve of his wedding, and be- 
cause his tailor had disappointed him, steal his 
next door neighbor’s ‘*swallow-tail,’’? and I 
saw that neighbor, in his turn, steal the bride’s 
father’s swallow-tail, and the bride’s father, 
mistaken by the concierge for a burglar, es- 
cape upachimney. And I saw afterward a 
dragoon, who always keptsinging ‘t The Loves 
of Bridet, the Brigadier, with a Red Wom- 
an;” I saw a wedding party of four waited 
upon by four servant girls in a restaurant 
kept by a person named Doublevaux; I 
saw that wedding party go down into 
asewer in search of the bridegroom, who 
was taking there his post-prandial walk, after 
which everybody danced a quadrille, and the 
dragoon embarked on a mud-scow singing, 
‘* Ah! que Venise est belle!” Finally, I saw 
every body meet on the roof of a house occu- 
pied by a photographer, dance a “break 
down,’’ and, joining hands, bow as the curtain 
fell, and so learned that the play was fintshed. 
Yet I never learned what it all meant, nor 
found any one who had attempted to answer 
such a question; hut there were moments 
when the absurd reached such a degree of in- 
tensity that it became the sublime, and the 
audience fairly screamed. French audiences 
will pardon anything which presents a musi- 
cian with such a name as Flutenzine, or Abu- 
far, or Doublevaux, or whick contains such a 
phrase as that which the dragoon addresses to 
a violinist: ‘‘ Young tormentor of the en- 
trails of a cat.’

A TOUCH OF WINTRY WEATHER. 

The weather was decidedly wintry yester- 
day morning. The wind blew a gale all during the 
forenoon, and the thermometer was at the freez- 
ing-point as late as 9A. M. and lower before that 
hour, According to the thermometer at Hudnut's 
the mercury was down to 29° at 6 A, M.,a point 


which has been reached only once before this 
Fall, on Friday last, and the average for 
the day was only 88%°. People who went to 
morning service were clad in all the habiliments of 
midwinter, the ladies in muffs and mufflers and the 
gentlemen in heavy overcoats. Even in such garb 
it was not altogether comfortable, forthe wind, 
which was blowing at the rate of 25 miles an 
hour, cut like a knife and made _ the 
weather seem colder than it was as indi- 
cated by the thermometer.

THE NEW-JERSEY CANVASS 


REPUBLICAN PROSPECTS IN THE 
CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS. 
EX-MAYOR FIEDLER LOSING CONFIDENCE— 
A OLOSE FIGHT EXPECTED IN MR. 
PHELPS’S DISTRICT—STRONG EFFORTS 

TO BEAT MR. ROBESON. 

TRENTON, Nov. 5.—Mr. Fiedler, the 
Democratic candidate for Congress in the 
Sixth District, is less confident of success than 
he was when he started out. The canvass 
against Mr. Blake on the ground of frauds in 
the Newark local Government has not made as 
many votes for him as he expected. Carl 
Lutz’s proof that Mr. Fiedler is as deep in the 
mire as some of his fellow-officers, against 
whom the Grand Jury have made present- 
ments fora negligence that mado the frauds 
possible, has been a heavy blow. The Irish 
element that backed Mr. Atkinson in the con- 
vention are not pleased with the German 
monopoly of everything local that is worth 
having, and will give him noaid. Mr. Blake 
might even lose Newark, and the township 
vote would elect him, but there is no doubt 
that he will carry Newark, as well as the 
suburbs. Mr. McAdoo, who heads the Demo- 
cratic ticket in the Seventh District, is losing 
confidence, too, as the end approaches. His 
was the kind of nomination that could not ac- 
quire strength with the lapse of time, and he 
has suffered a perceptible loss. The decent, 
conservative people of the county are not 
ready to ride a horse groomed for the race by 
** Billy” McAvoy, first trotted on the track by 
ex-Coroner “Jack” Lynch, and_ then 
started by a convention of men not six 


of whom are any more desirable political 
leaders and advisers than “ Jack’? Lynch 
himself. The large registry shows an unusual 
popular interest in the contest. The Demo- 
cratic districts show a falling off from the 
vote of last year. The increase is all in the 
Republican strongholds, There is the same 
kind of feeling abroad which defeated Noah 
D. faylor seven or eight years ago. Then 
there was no organized opposition; there 
was no preliminary bustle or excitement; but 
the quiet voter, who speaks only at critical 
junctures, did some wonderfully effective 
work at the poles, The machine that com- 
manded the nomination for Mr. McAdoo more 
than half fear the same kind of work this 
year. When McAdoo was first foisted on the 
rake they were putting their monev up 
iberally on 3,000 majority for him, Yester- 
day they were ‘not willing to risk money on 
1,000 majority. 

All the indications point to a close fight in 
the Fifth District. Of the three counties of 
which the district 1s made up, Bergen is usually 
Democratic, Morris close, and Passaic Re- 
publican—the result of thorough organization. 
Lhe envy of some of Mr. Phelps’s neighbors in 
Englewood has made them his enemies. But 
in Hackensack and other parts of Bergen 
County he bas endeared himself to the people 
by the readiness with which he went to the re- 
lief of the depositors of the broken savings 
banks. The estimates of careful and conserva- 
tive observers give Ryle a majority of not 
more than 200 over him in the Democratic 
stronghold of the district. There will be some- 
thing of a defection in Morris from the Ke- 
publican ranks, but instead of going to Mr, 
Ryle, where it would count as two against Mr. 
Phelps, it will go to the Prohibition candidate, 
The work of saving the district will be with 
the Republicans of Passaic County; and they 
taik with a confidence that indicates a belief 
that they are equal to the task, 

The feeling of indignation with which Har- 
ris’s renomination was received by the people 
of the Fourth District has been intensified by

and he ought tocarryit. Buthis River and 
Harbor vote is having its legitimate effect 
among the voters, and Kean is making 
an aggressive campaign, which justifies 
some hope that he may carry the district.

The one thing 
that may save him from defeat is the fact that 
the cancidate opposing him has no personal 
element of strength.

Brewer's friends, how- 
ever, do not expect to see him pull through b 
more than 1,000 majority, if he has that, 

The features of Robeson’s campaign in the 
First District have already been described. 
The division between him and Sewell still 
exists, and though Sewell may lend apparent 
countenance to his candidacy, he is thoroughly 
suspecte dof working quietly against him. He 
is certainly doing nothing toaid him. The third 
term cry has been raised fagainst him, too, 
with special potency because of his relations 
with the national third term movement. 
The defection among Republicans.is very 
large and the temperance candidate will 
probably poll an unusually heavy vote. There 
are some Democrats who are sanguine enough 
to believe that, in spite of Robeson’s skill and 
resources as a politician, Ferrell may win by 
a plurality. The Democratic Congressional 
Committee has given lerrell special assistance, 
and it is said that money has been poured with 
prodigal liberality into the district to assist 
et in fighting the ex-Secretary. The decis- 
ive struggle will probably be in Camden Conn- 
ty. The five other counties in the district will 
probably divide the honors evenly between the 
two candidates. If these estimates prove cor- 
rect, and the decisive battle is to be fought in 
Camden, the chances would seem to favor 

Aobeson. Camden is his aes SL ti the 
citizens of the city are his neighbors; his 
workers come from there. But there is a dis- 
astrous struggle in the First Assembly District 
that may cause him to lose enough votes to

Of the six State Senators to be chosen the 
Republicans are pretty sure to elect Merritt in 
Burlington, Griggs in Passaic, and Richard- 
son in Cape May. The Democrats are reason- 
aly sure of electing Carpenter in Hunterdon 
and Cochran in Sussex; but the personal popu- 
larity of Mr. Styles and the disaffection 
aroused by the candidature of Congressman 
Harris may wrest the Sussex district from the 
Republicans. The mass of the politicians in 
Hunterdon are of the same stamp with Car- 
penter, and, disreputable as his nomination is, 
his election may be expected. Middlesex is in 
doubt, Schenck, the Republican candidate, 
ought to be elected, but the Democrats are 
very confident of electing Neilson. Without 
counting Middlesex, the next Senate will 
stand 18 Republicans to 7 Democrats, If Neil- 
son is elected there the Democrats will have 8. 
That is the very best they can expect. Thirty- 
three votes will be needed in the Assembly to 
enable them to keep the United States Senator 
in their household, and they are moving 
heaven and earth to elect that number of As- 
semblymen. Republicans are less confident 
than they were two weeks ago ot carrying the 
Assembly. The Democrats, on the other 
hand, confidently proclaim that the next 
House will be Democratic.

Cettinje Letter to the London Times. 

The stranger who enters Montenegro by 
night is not likely to forget it. The few figs and 
pomegranates that struggle among the rocks near 
Cattaro, disappearas we approach the stones that 
mark the boundary between the Empire of Austria 
and the Principality of Montenegro. There noth- 
ing but stones can be seen on every side. In day- 
light. the stones of Montenegro weary the eye with 
their gray color, but at night,.under the moonlight, 
they take to themselves weird and ghostly 
shapes, and peer at you like the gargoyles of 
some northern-cathedral. Here and there a beech 
tree stands erect, looking for all the world like a 
sentinel, though you have now entered a iand that 
needs neithersentinel nor policeman. Civilization 
has not yet brought the thief in her train to Monte- 
negro. The old tradition of England under King 
Alfred that a child could travel through the land, 
purse in hand, unguarded without harm or hurt, is 
certainly true of the Montenegro of to-day. Re- 
volving many things in my mind,I rode on to 
Njeguschi. This is only a little village of well- 
built stone cottages, yet surely its history should 
make it remarkable among the cities of Europe. 
Njeguschi stands on virgin soil that the foot of the 
invader has never desecrated. Four times have the 
Turks burned Cettinie, but Nieguschi they have 


never succeeded in taking. Of how many towns of 
Europe can it be said that no stranger has ever en- 
tered it, save in peace. Another thought may 
also occur to thestranger in Njeguschi that, though 
he is now approaching the capital of Montenegro, 
he has seen no building resembling a Custom-house, 
The tact is, from one of the severest protective 
States in the world he has entered what is, per- 
haps, the only State in Europe that maintains the 
free-trade principles of England. A treaty of com- 
merce has just been concluded between this coun- 
try and Great Britain. Under this treaty all Eng- 
lish goods are imported free of duty into Mon- 
tenegro, the Montenegrins only reserving to them- 
selves the right of levying a maximum duty of 8 
percent. At present the only charge on foreign 
products in Montenegro is a tax of 4 per cent. ad 
valorem on all sales effected by store-keepers. The 
tax-gatherer makes a round of the stores every 
three or four months, and ascertains the amount of 
goods actually sold. The store-keeper, therefore, 
only pays duty on his realized profit. In Austria 
there is a prohibitive duty, and in Turkey an 8 per 
cent. duty. There is no wonder then that the 
border towns of Montenegro drive a roaring trade, 
and that the subjects both of Austria and Turkey 
flock in to purchase foreign goods. 

But to continue our journey. As we first came 
in sight of Cettinje we saw on the right & small 
chapel on the summit of a lofty mountain. It is 
there that the greatest poet who ever wrote in Slav 
tongue lies buried. He was buried there at his 
own wish—a fitting spot in which to bury a poet. 
For there on “the crown of the mountain,” the 
name of his greatest poem, he peacefully slumbers 
in the calm moonlight, and there he recefyes morn- 
ing’s first light. This man is known in Slav litera- 
ture as Peter Petrovic Njegusch, and in Montene- 
grin history as Peter Il. He was not only in his 
poetry a forerunner of Darwin, for his poem, 
“The Crown of the Mountain,” is as full of 
thought as it is of imagination, but he wasa wise 
ruler, ruling by the true divine right of being the 
best man in his country. On the death of this 
Viadika in 1851, the uncle of the present Prince 
went to Russia, as the custom then was, to be con- 
secrated the spiritual Prince and Bishop of Monte- 
negre. ‘The Emperor Nicholas seems to have 
laughed him out of this ancient practice, and the 
late Prince, instead of converting himself into 
monk and Bishop, returned to his own country and 
married. Of course there was a great uproar. 
Half the leading personages in the State, who are 
naturally :}Conservative, were put in prison; but 
the storm soon blew over, and now the Episcopal 
rulers of Montenegro are a thing of the past. 
And if I am asked whatis the present form of 
government in Montenegro, I would answer 
that it is at once the most despotic and 
the most popular in Europe—despotic, bhe- 
cause the will of the Prince is the law of the 
land, and popular, because the personal rule 
of the Prince meets all the wants and wishes of his 
people. No sovereign in Europe sits so firmly on 
his throne as the Prince of this little State, and no 
sovereign isso absolute. The Montenegrins have 
no army; they are themselves a standing army. 
They go to war with the same zest that an English 
schoolboy takes to cricket. We should have to go 
back to times before the Norman Conquest to find 
an Englishman of the same stamp as the modern 
Montenegrin. In the late war the Prince found 
a Montenegrin of 80 years of age in the ranks, 
The Prince told him he was too old to fight; the 
man said, ** No;’’ and when the Prince insisted the ‘ 
octogenarian drew a pistol from his belt and shot 
himself. The Prince is naturally proua of his sub- 
jects, and often speaks of his capital as being 
more secure tnan either Belgrade or Bucharest. 
Cettinje is, indeed, only an open village, but it 
possesses that best of fortifications—brave men. 
And now we will make the acquaintanse of some 
of these Spartans of modern Europe, 

The traveler who wakes up in Cettinje will have 
difficulty in believing that he is in one of the ecapi- 
talsof Europe. He will look out of his window 
down a straggling street. To his left, rising above 
the cottages of Cettinje, he will see the Prince’s 
Schloss. Above the Schloss is the Cloister, and 
above the Cloister the belfry where the heads of 
decapitated Turks used to be impaled in days gone 
by. To his right he will see the Hospital. Except 
these buildings all in Cettinje is squalid and un- 
picturesque. And yet to this village Ministers 
are accredited from the leading Courts of 
Europe, and the diplomatic communication be- 
tween Vienna or St. Petersburg and Cettinje iseven 
more vigilant and frequent than that between 
those capitals and London. If you entered one of 
these Legations you would not find the comfort of 
an English cottage. You will, perhaps, be for- 
tunate enough to receive an invitation to dine at 
the Legation of one of the great powers. The 
dinner will be served on an unopened whist table, 
and so close will be your quarters that the feur 
soup plates touch. The cnly other pieces of fur- 
niture in the room besides the chair you sit-on 
are a sofa andabed. It is with good reason that. 
your host exclaims that nothing but a sense of 
patriotism could induce a man to livein sucha 
country; as for a dog orhorse, he adds, they die 
here. The Montenegrins enjoy a bad reputation 
for their treatment of prisoners and animals. This 
reputation is undeserved. ‘The Montenegrinstreat 
horses and eattle well. The country is a bad 
country to travelin; hay and eorn are not abnon- 
dant, and therefore their horses have rather a cab- 
horse appearance. A Montenegrin talks to his ox, 
calls bim his feeder, and never maltreats him. As 
for dogs, in the country: they are too valuable as 
sheep dogs to be cruelly used; in Cettinje they are 
somewhat numerous, and are not as indulgently 
treated asin Stamboul. A few words on the more 
serious charge of mutilating prisoners. It is easy 
for us, enjoying all the good things of civilization, 
to rebuke the Montenegrins for returning m kind 
on their pitiless enemies those very cruelties which 
they suffered themselves at their hands. Nose- 
cutting, as we learn from the Odyssey, is an 
aticient custom. It was undoubtedly practiced by 
the Montenegrins, but from motives not altogether 
bad. The Montenegrin, who is a Christian and by 
nature of a gentle disposition, felt scruples about 
taking the life of his Turkish prisoner. At the 
same time he did not wish the Turk to boast that 
he had discomfited a Montenegrin. He therefore 
put this mark upon his face, that all might 
know the Turk was a vanquished man. That this 
was @ common practice in Montenegro within 
recent years | will not deny, but what Ido assert 
is that no Turkish prisoner has been mutilated by 
the Montenegrins since the last battle of Medun, 
in 1876. On that occasion several Turks were 
brought into Scutari in a mutilated condition, and 
our Consul there wrote a report which drew the 
attention of Europe tothe subject. This revort 
was read by the Prince of Montenegro, and he for-. 
bade the practice ander the severest penalties, 
The result was that this abomination went out of 
fashion with the Montenegrins. They began to 
take Turkish prisoners, and by the end of the war 
6,000 had passed through their hands. The best 
proof that the Montenegrins no longer mutilate 
their prisoners is the fact that not one of those 
6,000 Turks was in any way maltreated. The Alba- 
nians have not, however, followed the example set 
them by the Montenegrins. Only two years ago 
the Albanians cut off and impaled the heads of all 
Montenegrins who fell into their hands. It is a 
pity that those who so freely censure the Montene- 
grins for their misconduct in the past should be 
silent on the atrocious conduct of the Turkish ir- 
regular troops of the present day. 

It is time, however, that we should commence 
our walk through Cettinje. There is nothing that 
strikes the foreigner more than the respectful bear- 
ing of Montenegrins to strangers. The late Turk- 
ish Plenipotentiary here used to say that there was 
one good trait in the Montenegrin character, and 
that was their respect for rank. The important 
little man used to waddle along the streets of Cet- 
tinje, reveling in the tokens of respect paia to 
him. In fact, those of my countrymen who like 
to have the hat touched to them should go to Cet- 
tinje, where this custom still exists. They will, 
however, be disappointed with the beauty of the 
women. The women of Cettinje are not beautiful, 
except the Princess, and her Highness confirms 
me in an opinicn I have long formed, that 
feminine beauty is the product of civilization. But 
how can you expect beauty from women who are 
used as beasts of burden by the men? From such 
treatment you can only expect premature age and 
preternatural ugliness. ‘The well-grown, hand- 
some men who are playing at ball before the 

alace of the Prince are the husbands and 
rothers of the poor creatures who are carrying 
wood and water to their homes. This jovial- 
Jooking man that so civilly accosts us is Navica 
Cerovio, the father of tbe Ministerof Finance, 
and a famous warrior who has slaughtered 


J do not know how many Turks. It seems 


fitting to Montenegrins that heroes should rest in 
peace and Jeave the work to wives and daughters. 
The stout man with Cerovio, with a good rug 
thrown over his shoulder, is the Minister of the 
Interior, and the dapper little man behind him, 
who greets you with so much cordiality and in 
such good French, is the President of the Senate. 
Jhe Senate of Montenegro is nominated by the 
Prince. and, it is needless to add. says “Wow” 
to his “Bow.” The President of the Senate is a 
cousin of the Prince, and, though a young man, is 
second only in importance to the Heir Apparent. 
This gentleman is the best paid official in the 
State. He receives £120 a.year. Montenegro is nos.. 


a wealthy country. A Montenegrin who is worth 
£40, all told, would pass here for well-to-do. They 
are not ashamed of their poverty. They have too 
much sense for that. A relation of the Prince will 
frankly admit that he is poor, but unfortunately, 
from the highest downward, the Montenegrins ex- 
= and accept gifts from the stranger. They 
ave not yet reached that point in civilization when 
a man dislikes to receive favors which he cannot 
retucn. Like all mountaineers they by no means 
despise money, and if you were to offer a Monte- 
negrin the choice of ‘a sovereign or a uapoleon 
he would at once choose the former as the more 
——. ; 
nfortunately, they are not at present very in- 
dustrious. The Montenegrins are ihe flower and 
aristocracy of the Siav race, They are the antith- 
esis of the Bulgarian. Place a Montenegrin and a 
Bulgarian in a London drawing-room, the Bulga- 
rian would appear what he is, a peasant; the Mon- 
tenegrin a gentleman. Montenegro no more pos- 
Sesses & peasantry than it possesses a standing 
army. Ali the Montenegrin peasants are gentle- 
men quite as much as they are soldiers. But place 
this same Montenegrin and Bulgarian ina fleid. 
and the Bulgarian will convert the field into a 
arden, while the Montenegrin will saunter 
ike a gentleman. The brave inhabitants of 
this country must mend thelr ways in this re- 
spect, or we shall see enacted in this peninsula the 
fable of the ant and the hopper. Time is 
needed, however, to work this great’ change in the 
character of the people. It is difficult for them to 
believe that fighting, which has been their business 
in the past, will not be their business in the future. 
The Montenegrins have always paid special atten- 
tion to their weapons, but they are satisfied with 
the same plow that their ancestors used a thousand 
years ago. It cannot be supposed that such exclu- 
sive attention to muscular force has not injured the 
mental power of the country. A Montenegrin 
school can no more be compared to a Bulgarian 
school than it could be toa Board school in Lon- 
don, and one of the worst siens of retrogression in 
this country is that, while there were 58 schools in 
Montenegro before the late war, there are now, 
even with her enlarged territory, only 19 schools, 
If you visit a charchyard in Montenegro you are 
struck by its wretched and untidy appearance. 
There are no flowers, hardly a cross, nothing to 
show love and respect for the dead. A God's acre, 
such as this, seems un-Christian and worse than a 
Turkish burial-place. You are tempted to charge 
the Montenegrins with want of affection, but you 
must remember that their long wars with the 
Turks and their poverty haye prevented them 
adorning either the homes of the living or the 
graves of the dead. Look around you on the 
stones of Montenegre, and you will forgive the 
Montenegrins all their shortcomings. They have 
fought for and won their libarty, and now let us 
hope that all good things will be added thereto. 
Among such good things an Englishman will nat- 
urally reckon Dulcigno and Antivari. Itis not 
quite certain that a Montenegrin—or rather it is 
— certain that a Montenegrin of the present 
ay would not. It isnot merely on the principle 
that realization never equals anticipation that the 
Montenegrin is dissatisfied. He has really obtained 
what hejnever wanted. The accession of territory 
that Montenegro desired was a slice out of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina, and not a strip of land from Pod- 
goritza to thesea. This new territory is mainly 
inhabited by aliens, and by exposing the State to 
the attacks of her enemies compels her to remain 
at peace. We have simply given Montenegro a 
frontier that it is almost impossible to defend. 
Montenegro has now given hostages to fortune. 
She is no longer a little mountain State with noth- 
ing to lose and everything to gain from going 
to war, but a State withia sea-board and a ter- 
ritory that lies outside the charmed circle of 
her rocks. Confined to her former tiny limits, 
Montenegro has done great things in the past, 
but she might have become a source of danger in 
the future, standing, as she did, like an intrenched 
camp inthe midst of Europe. All this has been 
remedied by the cession of Duleigno to Montene- 
gro. There may, indeed, have been more _briiliant 
strokes of policy, but seldom has the foreign 
policy of England been more just toall concerned, 
or more fraught with good to the whole of Europe. 
In giving Dulcigno to Montenegro Mr. Gladstone 
has given this Principality a window through which 
it can peep into Europe, and with seeing it may 
come to imitate. A fewmiles of mountain land to 
the north would have better suited strategical 
purposes, but it is as well that Montenegro should 
know that Europe values peace and is resolved to 
maintain it,

SERIOUS NATURE OF, HIS MALADY—STATE- 


MENTS BY’ ONE* OF THE CONSULTING 
PHYSICIANS. 
From the Loussville Courier-Journal, Nov. 2. 

*T have’ known Gov. Hendricks for 30 
years,” said Dr. David W. Yandel last night, ** but 
Was never so thoroughly impressed with him as a 
great man, with a great brain,‘ as I was when I 
looked into his calm, pale face, brightened by the 
sweetest smile I ever saw in my life, when I was at 
his bedside the other day. There seems-to have 
been-a halo cast about him, which spread a kind 
and gentle influence thronghout the sick-room, ex- 
tending to every one present. His wife, patient 
and tender, is ever with him, leaving him not-for a 
moment, 

“Goy. Hendricks is afflicted with senile gan- 
grene. At first he thought it was merely erysipelas, 
but subsequent investigation has proyed the idea 
to have been a mistaken one. The disease is he- 
reditary, but was hastened by the great exertions 
made some two weeks ago by the Governor, who 
spoke for quite a longtime to a large audience in 
one of the closely contested districts. An abra- 
sion on his toe was noticed, though no especial at- 
tention was paid to it for some days, until it be- 
came painful, when a physician was called. The 
family physician was absent,and Dr. Parvin was 
sentfor. He subsequently called in Dr.: Thompson. 
Last Monday I was called, and went up there that 
night. 1 found him resting easy, but the real na- 
ture of the disease had declared itself.” 

“Tell me something about senile gangrene.” 
“The course of the disease isslow. The favorite 
situation is the foot, especially the great toe. 
Sometimes the disease lasts more thana year. It 
is more usual in old people. The prime cause is 
the coats in the arteries themselves, which becomo 
hardened and refuse to perform their functions, 
thereby cutting off the circulation to the part. It 
oftentimes gives evidence of approach by tingling 
sensation in the limb and numbness and tingling 
in the calf of the leg, It is thought Gov. Hendricks 
gave some evidences of a failure of circuiation in 
the brain some two years ago, when he had an at- 
tack of paralysis. From-this attack he has never 
entirely recovered.” 

* What is the history of the disease in his fami- 
ly »” “In addition to what has been said, his family 
history points to such a disease of the artery. His 
father died from senile gangrene, and a member 
of his own family died at an early age of the 
same disease. Recovery sometimes takes place im 
such cases, but rarely, very rarely. Surgery never 
has accomplished much for its relief. Indeed, few 
surgeons have attempted the removal of the gan- 
grened parts, because of the impossibility of decid- 
ing how far the disease of the artery extends up 
the limb. There area few cases on record of a 
successfulamputation of the thigh in such cases,” 
‘Is the operation dangerous?’ ** Very. So much 
so that but few surgeons have had the hardihood to 
undertake it. Oceasionally the gangrene limits 
itself spontaneously, when the parts mummify, are 
easily removed. and the patient recovers. Such 
instances, however, are exceedingly rare.” 

““ Was Goy. Hendricks suffering from pain when 
you saw him?’ “ He had not suffered much pain 
after the first few days of his attack, and was 


' quite comfortable when I saw him. The gangrene 


involved the middie toe, and extended on a line 
with that member about two inches up the foot. 
The whole foot is somewhat swoilen, and no one 
could tell how far the disease would extend. If it 
does not exceed its present limits Gov. Hendricks’s 
chances for recovery are excellent. The disease 
might extend. indeed, mueh further, and involve 
other toes, and still the patient might recover. 
Perhaps the issue of the case depends on how 
much of the foot dies.” 

“Is there more than one form of the disease?” 
“Yes; there are the moist and the dry gangrene. 
The former begins very much like erysipelas, so 
closely resembling it, in fact, that the most expe- 
rienced physicians can hardly tell it. It is first red, 
looking like an abrasion of the skin; it is then 
purple, then dark, and finally black.” 

**How do you treat the disease?’ ‘Asa gen- 
eral thing, make the patient comfortable with 


-opium, at the same time sustaining the strength 


with food.” 

“How do patients die?’ “They die sometimes 
from blood-poisoning, but oftener from exhaus- 
tion, having become entirely worn out.” 

“Do you think Gov. Hendricks will get well?” 
“It is decidedly a question; he is a verysick man,”

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UNGLAND IN RECENT YEARS. 


A GUIDE TO MODERN ENGLISH HISTORY. . By 
. ILLIAM Cory. Partll. New-York: Hrexry Hout 
io. 18 


The first part of this work was noticed in 
these columns some two years ago. In this 
second part the author drops altogether the 
primer style of English which he thought ne- 
cessary to adopt at the outset, on the plea that 
he was addressing a ** remote mind’’—presum- 
ably an East Indian. The present installment 
is written with freedom and vigor, and is an 
important addition to the popular appliances 
for the study of modern English constitutional 
history. The period covered is from 1830 
to 1835, embracing the history of the 
Grey and Melbourne Ministries, the unsuc- 
cessful attempt of the Tories under Wel- 
lington and Peel to form a Government 
in face of a Whig majority in tie Commons, 
and the return of tho latter party to power 
under the leadership of Lord John Russell. 
Mr. Cory’s sense of the importance of the 
period under review may best be given in his 
own words: “The Ministry which took its 
name and character from Lord Grey * *'* 
was as nearly faultless as any Ministry in any 
country has ever been. By examining its 
structure and conduct, the student of the po- 
htical art may learn the best of all lessons. 
These four years are more worthy of minute 
observation than any other period of English 
history.” 

This is emphatic language, but it is justified 
perhaps by the great importance of the legis- 
lation carried through by the Whig Cabinet, 
Their most brilliant single achievement was, 
of course, the Reform bill of 1832, which abok 
ished the pocket buroughs, established the 
£10 householder suffrage in towns, and ex: 
tended the county franchise to lease- 
holders and copy-holders. But many othet 
beneficent acts date from the same years, 
Slavery was abolished in the British colonies, 
the powers of the East India Company wer« 
transferred to the Crown; the .new Poor 
law was passed, and the strong diplo- 
macy of Palmerston’ established the 
neutral kingdom of Belgium, to be one of the 
outpost defenses of English naval supremacy. 


In the first volume of Mr. Cory’s book the 
prominent figures were those of the great Tory 
chiefs, Wellington, Canning, and Peel. In the 
second we have vivid sketches of their oppo. 
nents and successors, Grey, Stanley, Russell, 
Brougham, Palmerston, and others. Of thes¢ 
Mr. Stanley is evidently the histori 
an’s favorite, while he is at no pains 
to conceal his dislike of the Lord 
Chancellor, Brougham. The strong personal 
coloring of the book is indeed one of the things 
that go toward making its readableness. There 
is no attempt to conciliate Irish prejudices, for 
example—a circumstance which, here and now, 
is highly refreshing to the American reader, 
who is beginning to feel ashamed of his Ariglo- 
Saxon descent,and to consider, with Mr. Lowell, 
whether New-England had better not be calied 
in future New-lrelan:. 

This is the caustic way in which our author 
speaks of the great agitator, whose statue has 
recently been set upin Dublin: “ Mr. Stan- 
ley’s treatment of Mr. O’Connell, evenif it 
cost the Whigs dear,fis to be praised. This cool 
and lofty antipathy of a gentleman toward a 
braggartis the very salt that seasons the aris» 
tocratic Government of England, Parliament 
is the best place for the display of this habit 
of the mind. What might be insolence else- 
where is tempered by the presence of strong 
and sensible men; the disdain which subdues 
an inflated mind is made more withering when 
there are hundreds of intelligent eyes to watch 
the single combat.” 

From the era of Parliamentary reform, 
which began with Earl Grey’s Ministry, we 
may date the beginnings of the modern Lib- 
eral Party in England as distinguished from 
the old Whigs. The long war against Franca 
and French ideas had diseredited liberal views 
at home. Parliament represented anything 
but the people. Itrepresented classes, persons, 
institutions, vested interests of a limited 
kind, but not the people. ‘This (illogical 
state of things—in which Oid Sarum, a.** green 
mound in Wiltshire,” sent two men to Parlia« 
ment, while Manchester, Birmingham, and 
Leeds sent none—might not in itself have dis. 

«turbed the illogical British mind had it not 
been for the pressure of practical grievances 
which the Tories had refused toremove, Even 
when the Whigs came to deal with the question 
they did not attempt to establish a system of 
ideal perfectness, They did not proportion rep 
resentation exactly to population as a French 
Assembly might have done, but they tinkered 
and compromised with true English states- 
manship and with happy results. Not for an- 
other generation was a further extension of 
the franchise found needful. Not until 1897, 
when Mr. Disraeli, by a briliiant and unseru 
pulous coup, took the wind out of his adversa- 
ries’ sails by passing a reform bill more liberal 
in its provisions than the Liberal bill which 
had failed. 

Mr. Cory’s history is really a history of Par-« 
liament. Religious, literary, social, and in- 
dustrial movements in the world outside are 
only incidentally touched upon, His narra- 
tive is frankly and almost exclusively a polit- 
ical review, and does not profess to be a his- 
tory of the English people. The details of the 
preparation and passage of bills may seem 
rather dry reading to that much tried person, 
‘“‘the general reader,” but to a student in- 
terested in the actual steps by whick,.in a con- 
stitutionally governed country, 

** Freedom broadens slowly down 

From precedent to{preeedent ” 
the process by which the great Reform bill 
became law is full of instruction. The bill 
was brought forward by Lord John Russell, 
and in April 19, 1831, thrown out by a Tory 
majority of S in the House of Commons. 
Then followed adissolution and a general 
election, which was brought out on the issue 
of Reform. Inthe new House the Ministry 
secured a majority for the bill in a somewhat 
modified form. tt was passed by the lower 
house and sent up to the Lords only to 
be rejected. Now cameone of those crises 
which occasionally arise in the history of 
English legislation, when the fiction of an 
aristocratic constitution comes into con- 
fiict with the really republican character 
of the British State. The relations 
between the two houses became exceedingly 
strained. Behind the Commons was an angry 
nation breaking out here and there into revo- 
lutionary violence. In one or two places 
there had been mobs, calling for military inter- 
ference; mud was thrown at the King’s car- 
riage; a few houses were burned, a few rioters 
hanged; but the country in general showed 
admirable self-control, 

It became necessary, however, to overcome 
the Tory majority in the upper house, and 
the usual expedient was resorted to. The Min- 
isters applied to the King for leave to create 
enough new peers to carry the bill. The 
King’s note in reply is printed by Mr. Cory, 
and is full ofinterest: 

Wrexpsor, May’18, 1832. 

The King grants permission to Earl Grey, and to 
his Chaneellor, Lora Brougham, to create such 4 
number of peers ag will be sufficient to insure the 
passing of the Reform bill—first calling up peers’ 
eldest sons. WILLIAM R. 

This brought the crisis to. an end. The Lords 
yielded to ths threat, as they always have, 
Their pride was salved by a few amendments. 
Enough Tory peers staid away from the House 
to give the Whigs a majority. On June 5, 
1852, the bill was sent back to the-Commons, 
and on the 7th it became law.

After Archdeacon .Gray’s admirable book

As a popular sketch of 
the history and geography of China, with some 
account of the manners and customs of its peo- 
ple, collated from various sources and adapted 
to popular needs, the work hasitsvalue.

A NEW BOOK ABOUT COREA, 


COREA, THE HERMIT NATION. By WiLtram Exxior 
GRIFFISs, late of the Imperial University of Tokio, 
Japan, author of “ The Mikado’s Empire.” New- 
York: CHARLES SCRIBNER’SSONS. 1882. Pp. 462. 


So little is known about the remote and 
long-secluded country of Corea that any new 
contribution to the world’s stock of informa- 
tion concerning that portion of the human 
family is greeted with curiosity and eagerness. 
Even now, although ‘years have passed since 
western explorers first printed the results of 
their difficult expeditions into the kingdom, it 
Is too early to say that the mythical is sepa- 
rated from the real in the history of Corea. 
Like all Oriental nations, the people of Corea 
have interleaved much ‘that is traditional and 
imaginative in their history with that which 
is founded on fact. For example, it is tolera- 
bly clear that the present race of Coreans 
sprung from the Kingdom of Fuyu, the first of 
the Manchurian“States to emerge from bar- 
barism. But when we attempt to discover 
the Genesis of the race of Fuyu we are met by 
aseries of grotesque fables} which may be 
truth disguised beyond all recognition and 
may be wholly. the childish invention of Ori- 
ental story-tellers. It is certain, however, that 
the aborigines of the great,peninsula have long 
since disappeared, and that a mixed race, de- 
rived from ancient Manchuria and copiously 
intermixed with Chinese and Japanese ele- 
ments, has taken their place. 

Mr. Griffis enjoyed admirable and unusual 
facilities for the production of his work, and 
he has evidently given to it long and laborious 
study and research. The history of Corea is 
necessarily intimately interwoven with the 
history of Japan, ana in the latter country, as 
well asin China, must we iook for accurate 
information concerning the early wars of the 
Coreans and ior the best and freshest observa- 
tious of modern travelers in ‘‘the forbidden 
land.” Public attention has latterly been di- 
rected to the country described in Mr. 
Griffis’s book, as the doors of the kingdom ap- 
pear to be slowly revolving on their hinges for 
the entrance of the travel and commerce of the 
world. But the work now produced is by no 
means one specially prepared tor this inter- 
esting period. Itis a fortunate thing, how- 
ever, that it appears af a time when so many 
are in quest of knowledge of a people whose 
ealous seclusion has at once piqued and 

aftied the curiosity of the civilized world. 

The author has consulted and sifted every 

account given of Corea, from the earliest 

times to the present. ‘These accounts. it is 
true, are not voluminous, but even the few 
authentic works on Corea must be carefully 
sifted before a coherent and trustworthy 
sketch of the country, its physical condition, 
resources, and tte manners and customs of its 
inhabitants, can be sately launched upon the 
reading world. Te this work, it isevident, Mr. 

Griflis has brought patient study and many 

admirable qualiiications. ‘The result is a 

book which, although necessarily dry in some 

of its details, cannot fail to interest the student 
of ethnology, as well as the general reader. 

The author has divided his work into three 
parts—ancient and modern history, the politi- 
cal and social condition of the country, and 
modern and recent history. This brings the 
reader down to the very. latest incidents in 
Corean intercourse with foreign nations, and 
presents to him a fairly graphic picture of the 

‘ingdom of Corea as 1t may be seen to-day by 
the infrequent traveler. Next to the con- 
densed and compact statement concerning the 
origin of the present race of Coreans, the ac- 
count of the social life of the people will be 
found attractive to the reader. And in the 
chapters relating to the King, the palace, and 
political parties will be found much to throw 
a light upon recent tragic events in that dis- 
tant kingdom. The book is well printed, and 
pbumerous maps and plans of buildings and 
fortifications add to the value of the work. 
Although the author has not had the advan- 
tage of a personal survey of the region of 
which he writes, it is evident that his intelli- 
gent compilation must for along time be re- 
garded as the best and most trustworthy ac- 
count of Corea extant

MARRIAGH LAWS. 

A COMPENDIUM AND COMPARATIVE VIEW OF 
THE THIRTY-EIGHT STATE LAWS OF MAR- 
RIAGE AND DIVORCE IN THE UNITED STATES 
(IN 1882.) The Conflict and the Remedy. By 
CHARLES Nobue,.LL. B. New-York: BakEeR, Voor- 
His & Co. 1882. 

If we rightly understand the somewhat 
vague intimations of a pretatory note, this 
little volume isa prize essay by a graduating 
student of the New-York University Law 
School. If so, it is remarkably meritorious. 
Mr. Noble displays wide general reading, in- 
dustrious research among the statutes and de- 
cisions, a mature, concise, vivid style, and 
very just views of public policy. In about 
100 pages he exhibits the disadvantages of a 
conflict of law on the matrimonial relation 
aud presents the State laws regulating mar- 
riage, and those allowing divorces, citing and 
collating the statutes very minutely. Mr. 
Noble brings to light some curious examples 
of the infelicities of the present law. The 
New-York statute of 1879, enabling persons 
against whom divorces have been granted to 
get leave of court for marrying again, was 
lobbied through the Legislature to meet the 
wishes of an individual, and has very likely 
been since inadvertently repeaied. A Missouri 
Judge once granted a divorce to himself on the 
ground, among others, that his wife had for 
three days indulged in ‘‘ the mad dumps silent- 
ly.”? An old-time story depicts an individual 
who started for Indiana one morning, arrived 
there, and was divorced from his wife at 11 A. 
M., and was married to another wife that 
evening. It has happened thata Mormon hus- 
band of four ‘“‘ wives” has sat as Delegate in 
Congress close by a jail which was holding a 
citizen of the United States incarcerated for 
bigamy. There is nosort of accord or uni- 
tormity in the laws of -the States as to what 
ceremony or acts and declarations constitute a 
marriage; or even as to who may inter- 
marry. Doctrines taught in some of the 
States would admit of a man having several 
wives in different States, and of his children 
being legitimated and bastardized several 
times during a few days’ journey! Notso 
much care is bestowed on registration of 
marriages as on recording the deed ofa ** quar- 
ter acre plot worth $25.” He lastly reviews 
the remedies which have been proposed. 
Among these he favors the one which has here- 
tefore been prominently mentioned by THE 
TIMES, Viz., the adoption of a constitutional 
nmendment enabling Congress to pass uniform 
laws on the subject of marriage and divorce, 
(and, we would add, the legitimacy of chil- 
dren.) It is worth noting that such an amend- 
ment would at one blow dispose both of the 
embarrassments of the marriage and divorce, 
question, and also of all questions as to polyg- 
amy in Territories or future States.

SCIENCH AND THE BIBLE. 

HE HARMONY OF THE BIBLE WITH SCIENCE; 
OR, MOSES AND GEOLOGY, Py Samuz. Kins, 
Ph. D., Fellow of the Royal Astronomical Society, 
Principal of the College, Highbury New Park, &c. 
With 110 illustrations. New-York: CASSELL, PET- 
TER, GALPIN & Co. 8vo, pp. 582. 1882 
The design of Dr. Kinns in this volume is 

every way commendable. As an educator he 
has been compelled to face and discuss the 
thief questions of importance in natural sci- 
ence. His materials grew upon his hands, and 
he was induced to put them together in definite 
shape and order. The present work is mainly 
the outcome of his lectures to his pupils, and 
his style consequently partakes largely of the 
popular leeture mode of presenting topics, He 
is free, discursive, partly hortatory, and 
abounds in anecdote and illustration; and 
though this may possibly be urged by some 
as an objection to his book, yet it will be found, 
on the whole, that the author is candid and fair 
in stating difficulties, and quite ready to sus- 
tain his position by cogent argument. 

Of course, the inspiration of the Bible is as- 
sumed, and Moses is held by Dr. Kinns to have 
received by special revelation, in a series of 
panoramic visions, the knowledge which he 
communicates to us in the first chapter of 
Genesis. Clearly, it was impossible for any 
human being to have been witness of what 
took place at the creation, and hence knowl- 


pdge, if knowledge we are to have, must come. 


in some way from Him who, “in the begin- 
ning created the heavens and the earth.” 


Granting the inspiration of Moses, there is tit-. 


tle room for doubt on thesubject of the earth’s 
early history, and it pecomes an exceedingly 
interesting field of inquiry to look into and 


pscertain whether the teachings of physical. 


science in these days are in harmony with the 
account given by the great Jewish law-giver 
when he was shown in visions six great epochs 
of creation. This is the special rurpose of 
Dr. Kinns’s book, and he enters with 
considerable fullness into the discussion. 
He shows that the “‘order of the cre 
ative events, as taught by science, cor- 
responds with that given by Moses.” Science 
tells us that the first existence of matter was 
in a gaseous form and non-luminous; then 
that the condensation of ether into luminous 
nebulz took place; then, still further con- 
densation of matter resulted in suns and 
worlds; next followed the cooling of the earth, 
the separation of land from the water, and 
the appearance successively of vegetable and 
animal life; lastly, came on the stage the 
highest form of animal life as seen in man, the 
consummation of God’s wisdom and power; 
after whose creation no fresh species of plants 
or animals were created, or, as the record has 
it, ‘God ended His work which He had made,”’ 

It is not necessary to follow the writer into 
the cetails into which he enters in the several 
chapters of his book. It may suffice to state 
that he goes fully into the matter, in the order 
indicated above, and gives very high authority 
for the conclusions at which he arrives, viz., 
that the Bible account is entirely in harmony 
with the established teaching of modern physi- 
cal science, Dr. Kinns isa believer in evolu- 
tion as taught by Darwin and his followers, 
but only to acertain extent, and he claitns, 
what is now common, that probably millions 
of years have passed away since our 
earth was brought into existence. ‘‘Man,’’ he 
says in his summing up, ‘‘was not evolved or 
descended from any other anima! or froma 
series of animals, but formed in the image of 
his Maker, of earthly elements, yet endowed 
with that spark of divinity which raised him 
above all other species and placed him in a po- 
sition to adore and glorify his God while here, 
and to enjoy communion and interceurse with 
Him hereafter.’’ 

The author has supplemented the strictly 
scientific part of his volume by what he calls 
** Addenda Chapters on Assyrian Antiquities, 
the Signs of the Zodiac, the Scheme of 
Redemption, and the Efficacy of Prayer.” 
These are well enough in their way, and are 
more or less directly connected with the main 
purpose of the writer, but they can hardly be 
said to add much to the value of his labors. 
There is also an appendix containing, among 
other things, a list of over 600 signatures to a 
manifesto drawn up at the meeting of the 
British Association in 1865, in which these gen- 
tiemen, many of them eminent for scientific 
attainments and position, declare that, in their 
judgment, “it is impossible for the word of 
God, as written in the book of nature, and 
God’s word written in holy Scripture, to con- 
tradict one another, however much they may 
appear to differ. Physical science is not com- 

ete, but is only in a condition of progress. 
tr must not be looked upon with suspicion by 
those who do not makea study of it, merely 
on account of the unadvised manner in which 
some are placing it in opposition to Holy 
Writ,’’ and more to the same effect, caution- 
ing against rashness and excess on either 
hand. <A good and full index of matters 
closes the volume,

The engravings are to be 
printed on Japanese silk paper and mounted 
on the page. The printing of cuts on India 
paper is in common practice and favor among 
the English publishers. The employment of 
Japanese paper, Messrs. Appleton say, is at- 
tended with greater difficulty, but the effect 
obtained is much more satisfactory.

‘*Hegelian Religion.” ltis a pretty effectual 
handling of some of the burning questions of 
the day. Mr.-Courtney holds to the integrity 
of consciousness as the chief factor in philos- 
ophy. 

—Mr. Charles St. John’s ‘‘ Natural His- 
tory and Sport in Moray,’’? which has been 
published 20 years and now appears in an 
elegant volume with the name of David Doug- 
las, Edinburgh, as publisher on its title-page, 
gives very full descriptions of the birds of 
Scotland and is rich in amusing incidents of a 
sportsman’s life. Mr. St. John was the author 
of * Wild Sports of the Highlands,” and de- 
lighted in storming the outworks of nature 
whenever he could. The work is edited by 
Mr. Cosmo Innes, who also adds a preface, 
and is enriched by the etchings and other draw- 
ings of John Reid, R. 8. A., one of the friends 
of the author, who held no mean rank among 
the Scotch naturalists. 

—The first edition of Mr. John Bartlett's 
* Familiar Quotations’? was published in 1855, 
and was about the size of a voiume in Macmil- 
lan’s Golden Treasury Series.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, slightly warmer, 
fair weather, westerly winds, shifting to south- 
easterly, lower pressure. 


It is a striking example of the distrust 
now existing among politicians that, although 
Senator SEWELL, of New-Jersey, is nomi- 
nally and ostentatiously the friend of Ronr- 
eon, he is secretly exerting his influence 
against his re-election to Congress from the 
First District. Politicians have ever been 
credited with more guile than falls to the lot 
of ordinary men; but the present campaign 
has certainly so far deranged the plans of 
all of the machine leaders that there is an un- 
usual amount of suspicion among those who 
were formerly supposed to know everything 
worth knowing in politics. This is a bad 
season for . ‘‘ bosses’? ‘everywhere. It is 
worse than ever before, since they cannot 
trust each other. 





Once more, for the benefit of men who do 
not understand how F. H. Fai and others 
like him can have any possible relation to 
the Gcvernment’s side of the star route cases, 
a statement of I‘aLL’s connection with the 
matter is printed. . One of the jurors in the 
star route case was said to have been bribed 
on @ previous occasion. . Fauu declared ‘that 
he knew this juror, and that he could dis- 
cover his crime if any attempt to bribe the star 
route jury should be made. Fatt. was em- 
ployed to watch the jury, and, in his very first 
report, he said that he could ‘‘ control’ two 
of the jurors if he were allowed a few Gov- 
ernment clerkships to distribute as bribes. On 
this, Fan was incontinently dismissed, with 
the immediate approval of the Department 
pf Justice and the special attorneys em- 
ployed by the Government in the case. This 
Is the man who is now made use of by the 
defendants’ counsel to besmirch the reputa- 
tion of the representatives of the Govern- 
ment. Of course, it is well understood that 
it is part of the tactics of the counsel for the 
defense to assail with virulence every man 
who is dangerous to the cause of the con- 
ppirators. But to use Fat as a missile in 
that direction is to confess great poverty of 


ammunition. 
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There is a very wide difference of opinion 
‘as to the guilt or innocence of Mr. J. W. 
Bos.er, one of the star route contractors, 
whose name was closely associated with 
those of Brapy, Dorsey, and others in the 
recent exposures. It was certainly true 
that Bostzer and Dorsiy were at one time 
in partnership, and that RerpELL, who has 
been convicted of conspiracy, was their sec- 
retary. Rut Attorney-General BrEwsTER, 
In the course of the star route trial, took oc- 
casion to give BosLER a good character, and 
Mr. BLAINE has written the ex-contractor a 

letter regretting that he (Mr. Buarnr) finds 
jt inconvenient to help him in his canvass. 
.Bosuer is a candidate for the Pennsylvania 
Benate, and Mr. Buarne has gone out of 
his way to encourage “him. Ou the other 
‘hand, ex-Attorney-General MacVeacs, re- 


prised that Mr. Buarne should indorse him, 
and that there should be any chance of his 
election to the Senate; and ex-Postmaster- 
General James says, in effect, ‘‘ ditto to Mr. 
MacVeaca.” ‘This is a tangled case, at 
best, and it is a pity that Mr. BosiEr’s 
fellow-citizens did not wait until his vindi- 
cation had been more complete before they 
nominated him as candidate for the Legisla- 
ture, 


It does not appear that the resignation of 
Col. M. 8. Quay of his office of Secretary 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania is a 
serious rejoinder to Goy. Hoyt’s letter de- 
claring against ‘ bossism.’’ Gov. Hoyrt is 
a Republican of many years’ standing; he is 
aman of great independence of character. 
Col. Quay is a supporter of the Republican 
machine, an obsequious follower of CAME- 
RON, and a believer in the boss system in pol- 
itics, As Secretary of the Commonwealth, 
he must occasionally be brought into imme. 
diate personal relations with Gov. Hoyt. The 
Secretary read the Governor’s manly letter. 
Then he gave way to his feelings, and, 
horror-stricken, rushed off and tendered his 
resignation of his office. Perhaps this tre- 
mendous Secretary thought that when peo- 
ple received the news of his resignation £0 
soon after the Governor’s letter, their aston- 
ishment and sorrow would be like a deluge, 
and would obliterate all thoughts of pre- 
vious events. Somehow, this later event, 
which should be remarkable, is not re- 
marked upon atall. The prevailing opin- 
ion seems to be that Col. M. 8. Quay’s stay- 
ing in or going out of office is too small a 
matter to be considered in the very impor- 
tant canvass that is just now closing in Penn- 
sylvania. 





Mr. J. Henprix McLane’s prediction 
that the entire Greenback ticket in, South 
Carolina, which he heads as Governor, will 
be elected to-morrow must be taken with 
many grains of allowance. Whatever may 
be thought of the political or financial creed 
of the party which McLanz represents, the 
desperate fight against violence, brutality, 
and oppression made by the South Carolina 
Greenbackers has won for them a certain 
sympathy from allright-thinking men. They 
have been maligned, threatened, and mobbed 
by the Bourbons. It has been agreed by the 
Democratic leaders that the Greenbackers 
shall not be allowed to speak—not because 
they are Greenbackers, but because they are 
‘‘strangers’’ and anti-Bourbons, What the 
Bourbons are not able to accomplish by in- 
timidation and bullying they intend to bring 
to pass by ballot-box stuffing and falsifica- 
tion of returns. That Mr. McLanzs, in the 
face of all this, should predict his own elec- 
tion and that of four Greenback candidates 
for Congress speaks well for his cheerful 
courage, but it does not exemplify his ap- 
preciation of the political situation in South 
Carolina. 


THE CANVASS OF' 1882. 


This year will certainly be recorded in 
the annals of the politicians as one of the 
most remarkable ever known. At a time 
when there is no public question of absorb- 
ing interest before the people there has been 
a degree of activity in political discussion 
far greater than usual. Even during the 
exciting times which followed the war, 
when the knotty but all-important question 
of how the results of that struggle could be 
most safely and permanently secured was 
uppermost in all minds, there was scarce- 
ly the same general and keen debate. 
And later, when the question was as to pre- 
serving the financial honor of the Govern- 
ment and dragging the country out of the 
slough of paper money in which it was in 
danger of sinking, the interest was not so 
general, or of the same sort. In both these 
instances, feeling was more intense than 
now, but the minds of the voters were not 
so generally awakened, nor was the range of 
ordinary argument so wide. A peculiarity 
of this yearis that there has been a wide- 
spread movement relating not to the differ- 
ences between the men and measures of the 
two principal parties, but a movement within 
each with regard to the methods of political 
action which both have employed. 

This movement has taken the form of a 
decided revolt against the leadership of the 
party generally in the majority, and, there- 
fore, in most of the States where it has ap- 
peared, the Republican Party. In Ohio the 
elections showed a deeply rooted discontent, 
which was manifested mainly with refer- 
ence to State questions, but was aggravated 
by the course of most of the Ohio Con- 
gressmen. In New-York and Pennsylva- 
nia, the two most important States in the 
Union, the Republican Party epproaches 
election day with very little hope of victory, 
though a year ago both States were counted 
in the Republican column. In both States 
the cause of this change in prospects is the 
same. It goes by the name of ‘‘bossism,” 
or by that of ‘‘machine politics;”’ at bot- 
tom it is the conspiracy of selfish and un- 
scrupulous men to use the party strength 
for their own ends, chiefly through the in- 
atrumentality of the Federal patronage. It 
is this feature which has aroused a class of 
men who for a long time have been 
accustomed to vote quietly with their 
party, or else not to vote at all, 
to a decided and _ practical protest. 
They have come to see that the usefulness 
of the party was gone, if the independence 
of its members, which alone could preserve 
its efficient energy, was to be sacrificed to 
the domination of a band of greedy and un- 
principled politicians, armed with the spoils 
of Federal office. The scandalous and im- 
pudent abuses of Hubpe..’s. committee, 
though in themselves only an incident -in 
current party management, have brought 
out the corruption, the meanness, and the 
greed of the small men who, under the spoils 
system, have pushed their way to the front, 
and these abuses have taixen a powerful hold 
on the mind of the average self-respecting 
citizen. They have done much to keep 
alive and to make aggressive the resentment 
against the whole scheme of which they are 
a part. 

On the other hand, there are indications 
of a like movement in the same general 
direction inthe Democratic Party. The dis- 
content among the Republicans in the North 
has induced the Democrats to put up their 
best men, and to make a pretty resolute and 
united push for success, particularly in Con- 
gressional contests. Butin the South, where 

the leaders have been quite as unscrupulous 
as any of the Northern Republicans and

have used equally arbitrary methods, there 
has been a good deal of more or less open 
insurrection. In Tennessee the Democrats 
are divided on the debt question; in Vir- 
ginia they are equally so; in Louisiana 
there is a general impatience with the 
managers; in Mississippi a strong anti- 
Bourbon feeling exists; in Georgia a split 
through the State was avoided only by nom- 
inating Mr. SrepHens, the natural repre- 
sentative of the Independents; in Kentucky 
and Missouri there is noticeable disaffection. 
Whatever the varying immediate causes of 
these divisions, the main cause common to 
all the States is the arbitrary manner in 
which the machinery of party has been per- 
verted to promote the fortunes of the party 
leaders at the expenss of the independence 
and self-respect of the rank and file. 

It will matter very little what the specific 
outcome of the elections to-morrow may be— 
the figures of the majorities or the adjust- 
ment of narrow advantages—the intelligent 
observer knows to-day as well as he can 
know on Wednesday morning that this 
campaign has changed the conditions of 
political success for both parties; that each 
is threatened with disintegration in the com- 
munities where it has hitherto been strong- 
est; that new questions are engaging the at- 
tention of the voters, which will make the 
old questions comparatively insignificant, 
and that of these new questions the most im- 
portant, the most formidable, from the poli- 
tician’s stand-point, is the organization of 
parties and the way in which their moral 
force has been repressed, The political 
‘* probabilities’’ for the next two years in- 
dicate decided change from every point of 
the compass, and the shrewdest of the signal 
officers decline to venture any predictions as 
to their effect. 





THE CLOSURE DEBATE. 

It is expected that the decisive vote on 
the closure rule will be taken in the House 
of Commons this week, probably on Thurs- 
day. That the Government will be able to 
muster a majority in favor of the rule can 
hardly be doubted after the result of the di- 
vision of Thursday last on Mr. Grsson’s 
amendment substituting a two-thirds vote 
for a bare majority in declaring the debate 
closed. The Irish party voted with the 
Government, and the amendment was re- 
jected by a majority of 84—822 to 288. 
The future course of the Irish members 
cannot be predicted, as Mr. Parnewn 
stated in giving their reasons for oppos- 
ing Mr. Grsson’s amendment that upon the 
question of closure or no closure their action 
was yet to be determined. Lord Hartina- 
TON has denied that the Government has made 
any bargain with Mr. PaRNELL and his fol- 
lowers, but as it is very clear that they have 
more to hope for with closure and the friend- 
ship of the Liberals than without either, their 
desire to give a legislative effect to the pro- 
gramme of the National League will con- 
strain them to vote with the Government un- 
less their native Irish contrariness gets the 
better! of their judgment. Even with the 
loss of all the Irish votes that Mr. ParnELu 
can carry with him, the Government will 
still have a majority if there are no defec- 
tions among the Whigs and the Radicals. 


Of this there is less danger than there would 
have been in the first days of the session be- 
fore the constituencies had been heard from 
through the provincial papers. There is 
now not a shadow of doubt about the senti- 
ment of the Liberal masses. It is clearly in 
favor of the closure rule as the only remedy 
for an evil state of things which has 
made the House of Commons an impotent 
body of wranglers. The Liberal press, with- 
out an exception, supports the Ministry, and 
the principle of closure by bare majority 
seems to be accepted without any apprehen- 
sion that it will be used by a despotic Gov- 
ernment to ‘‘enslave’” Parliament. The 
heartiness of the Liberal convictions 
may be judged from the prevailing 
tone of disappointment and regret in the 
comments upon Mr. GLADSTONn®’s first re- 
marks upon Mr. Grpson’s amendment, when 
the Premier left the country in doubt 
whether the Government would not be found 
willing to resort to a compromise to secure 
the passage of the rules., A week ° later, 
in his chief and most effective ~ speech 
of the session, Mr. GLADSTONE ; chased 
away all these fears and announced that 
he should adhere unalterably to the major- 
ity provision. Then was the time for the 
Radical dissent to have shown itself, if at 
all, for the Radicals are nothing if not frank 
and outspoken. Whig objectors might hide 
the secret of their opposition until the di- 
vision, but there are not many Whigs bold 
enough to vote against the Government upon 
a measure to whose support their constituents 
are so evidently committed. 


The Tories are in pitiable disorder through 
their lack of a leader and the behavior of 
the unruly and impetuous Lord RanpoLrr 
CHURCHILL, who had the audacity to lec- 
ture,his party upon its ‘‘foolish action’’ in 
resolving to support the closure by two- 
thirds, though that resolution had been 
adopted unanimously at a Carlton Club 
meeting. Indeed, on the theory that the pret- 
ty evenly balanced parties are essential to the 
healthy working of the English Constitution, 
the present condition of the Conservatives is 
one which should alarm every LEnglish- 
man. Sir Srarrorp NortuHcore, though 
he is well equipped for a subordinate 
Cabinet post where hard work is re- 
quired, is helpless and useless in oppo- 
sition. He should follow the example of 
the Vermont Postmaster who thought 
it was. “a mighty smart Administration 
that could change faster than he could,’’ 
and get into some place where his unques- 
tioned abilities would be of use to his 
country. The Conservative arguments 
against closure were speedily exhausted, 
and at one time during the past week the 
debate wasin danger of collapsing owing 
to its wholly one-sided character. It is 
admitted by the Opposition journals of 
all shades that the Government was never 
stronver than at the present moment. The 
Liberals no longer talk of compromises and 
a session prolonged and wasted by obstruc- 
tive debate, but of the complete success of 
the Government programme and a speedy 
adjournment. If their hopes are realized, 
the next regular session will open with a 
brighter prospect of doing good work, and 
much of it, than any previous session of re- 
‘cent years. 

The sensible part of the British public has 
not been misled by the Conservative talk 
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about the arbitrary character of the new 
rule, and the attempt to make opposition to 
closure a matter of vital principle has 
failed entirely. It has been pretty 
clearly demonstrated that closure is not a 
matter of principle, but of policy and con- 
venience. Conservatives and Liberals alike 
admitted the existence of the evil of obstruc- 
tion. In offering a remedy, the Govern- 
ment merely chose the one that promised to 
be most effective. <A rule for closure by @ 
two-thirds majority would, in an important 
debate, be very apt to defeat itself, and le- 
gislation for whose enactment a bare ma- 
jority would suffice might fail through the 
resort of asmall part of the Opposition to 
tactics of willful obstruction. Under this 
rule, which declares that when a question 
lras been ‘‘ adequately discussed”’ and it is 
‘‘the evident sense of the House’’ that a 
vote should be taken, the Speaker may de- 
clare the debate closed if more than 200 
members support the motion for closure or 
lessthan 40 opposeit. It is impossible that the 
rights or legitimate privileges of the minority 
should ever be trampled on, even if a Min- 
istry disposed to be despotic and a Speaker 
without principle should conspire to that 
end. If on a party vote closure is declared, 
there is obviously no oppression and no 
‘fenslaving’’ of the House, for it is 
one of its principles, as it is of 
evey deliberative body, that the ma- 
jority shall rule~a principle which has 
been hitherto an empty one, however, 
through the defects in the rules of pro- 
cedure. It is clear that in any division not 
taken on party lines the minority would 
generally consist of the obstructing mem- 
bers, and both parties unite in condemning 
obstruction as vicious. There is no room 
for gross abuses and oppression in such a 
system, for the conscientious and fair- 
minded members of the House will be 
always able to control its proceedings and 
defeat both attempts at obstruction and at 
the unlawful use of the power of closure. 


FOREIGN TRADE 1N SEPTEMBER. 

The delayed statement of the foreign com- 
merce of the United States for September 
shows that the excess of imports over ex- 
ports of merchandise is much less than it has 
been before during the current fiscal year. 
In July that excess was over $11,000,000; in 
August it was over $3,000,000; in Septem- 
ber it was but $681,961. In September, 
1881, we exported $6,725,000 more mer- 
chandise than we took from the rest ot the 
world. The specie movement shows a simi- 
lar tendency. In July there was an excess 
of exports of gold and silver approaching 
$6,000,000. In August that excess was but 
little over $2,000,000. In September there 
was an excess of imports, but the infant 
will need careful nursing if it is to grow 
from $230,525 to bear any fit comparison 
with the lusty balance in our favor in Sep- 
tember, 1881, of over $10,000,000. 


The situation now, it may be said, is bet- 
ter than at the date of these figures. Cotton 
is beginning to move very freely. For the 
week ending Friday 163,800 bales went out, 
against 113,200 in the same week in 1881. 
It was late in starting to go, but the weather 
has been good, and there is promise of an 
immense total. Corn does not yet cut much 
of a figure, but the visible supply of wheat 
has largely increased, indicating that farm- 
ers are getting ready to take current prices. 
We have abundance of what the world 
wants and can get better from us than else- 
where; the critical point is in the behavior 
of the imports total. That is now more than 
a hundred millions above the total at the 
same time last year. That would seem 
to indicate that dealers and consumers had 
sufficiently supplied their wants. Further 
proof of this is seen in a decline of nearly 
$2,500,000 in the jvalue of September im- 
ports, compared with July or August, 
though, to be sure, there is an excess 
compared with September, 1881, of nearly 
$8,000,000. Also, the stock remaining in 
bonded warehouses continues the decrease 
begun in July. Until that month there had 
been during this calendar year a constant 
and rapid increase of unmarketed imports, 
which was in sharp contrast with an un- 
broken’ decline in the stock of unsold im- 
ports for the similar period in 1881. In 
September these inverted scales passed each 
other, and there were on Oct. 1 more im- 
ported goods awaiting distribution than on 
Oct. 1, 1881. At no time for at least a year 
previously would a similar comparison show 
a like result.. And the recent foreign de- 
mand for our securities has been steady, 
though moderate, while general business 
may be expected to be even better when 
buyers and sellers hear less about politics. 
Therefore, with assurance of increased ex- 
ports, and with hope of diminished imports, 
the prognosis is favorable, though the imme- 
diate condition of the patient may leave 
something to be desired. 


From the totals on which these net re- 
sults are based it appears that the exports of 
domestic products - were sixty-two and 
two-third _ millions, or half a million 
more than in 1881, while the imports 
approximated $65,000,000, or - $2,000,- 
000 under 1881. The entire trade movement 
between the United States and the rest of 
the world,'so far asit is reflected in these 
figures, was $129,000,000, and the balance 
against us under $1,000,000. In.1881 the to- 
tal was nearly $131,000,000, and the balance 
against us nearly $3,500,000. The adverse 
balance has shrunk more than the total traffic, 
but these. changes are far less striking than 
the relative changes in the composite items. 
That is, the shrinkage has not been at all uni- 
form. The exports of farm products de- 
clined $2,250,000. In more detail, we sent 
away 4,000,000 pounds less of fresh 
beef, 12,500,000 less of bacon, 1,000,- 
000 less of butter, and over 3,000,000 
less of cheese. It would seem _ that 
somebody must be very hungry, and it is 
something of a puzzle where the stuffing was 
procured to fill the presumably aching voids 
ot British buyers and eaters. In breadstuffs 
there was 4 see-saw between corn and wheat. 
We sold and sent away 3,500,000 bushels 
less of corn than in 1881. In dollars the de- 
crease was $2,500,000. But so much more 
wheat and flour was taken that on the total 
breadstuffs movement the gain over Sep- 
tember, 1881, was $4,500,000. The public 
statement that there was a decrease of 
that amount, owing to the lower price 
of wheat, was strange and wrong. Wheat 
did, indeed, bring about 17 cents a 
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age about $1 08 per bushel in 1883, But 
the increase of over 6,000,000 bushels to 
over 17,000,000 in all raised the total value 
of exports of wheat to $18,750,000, against 
$13,750,000 in September, 1881. Wheat 
flour also increased by 842,000 barrels, or 
$2,000,000 of money. Thus, after offsetting 
the loss on corn, the total breadstuffs exports 
were $24,500,000, against about $20,000,000 
in September, 1881. In bushels (not count- 
ing flour) the gain was four and a 
third millions. In neither item, it 
should be understood, was there a de- 
crease. The most notable change in the 
movement of this important item of railroad 
earnings was at Miami, which is credited 
with exports of $1,000,000 in value, making 
it the sixth Customs district inrank. In 
September, 1881, the same Customs district 
exported under $100,000 of breadstuffs, 


A NEW CREED. 

The Rev. Epwarps A. Park is unques- 
tionably the leading theologian of the Con- 
gregational denomination. He holds much 
the same place in the estimation of the Con- 
gregationalists that Dr. Hoper held among 
the Presbyterians. If any man knows what 
Congregationalism is, Dr. Park is that man. 
His Ceclaration of what he regards as con-. 
stituting Congregational orthodoxy at the 
present day is therefore worthy of atten- 
tion. 

At a recent meeting of the Congregational 
ministers of Boston Dr. Parx admitted 
that Congregationalism is no longer what it 
once was, and that its ministers show a tend- 
ency to discard one doctrine after another. 
Of the truth of this assertion there can be 
no doubt. When a Congregational associa- 
tion can declare that there is nothing in Mr. 
Henry WarD BEECHER’s confession of un- 
faith to render him unfit to be a member 
of the association, itis evident that the mem- 
bers of the association have departed widely 
from the faith of JonatHan Epwarps. 
This declaration was made by the associa- 
tion immediately after listening to a speech 
by Mr. Beecwer in which he denied the 
infallibility of the Scriptures, rejected the 
doctrine of the fall of man, and set forth 
as his owna view of the atonement which 
would ke perfectly acceptable to any 
Unitarian. In fact, judging by the virtual 
approval of Mr. BEECHER’s views expressed 
by the association, its members would cer- 
tainly be regarded by the late Dr. CHANNING, 
were he living, with decided despair on ac- 
count of the extreme ‘‘liberalism’’ of their 
creed. 


Dr. Park, in his Boston speech, declared 
that the line must be drawn somewhere; that 
Congregationalism could not afford to give 
up all its orthodoxy, and that a stand should 
be made upon three essential doctrines. He 
proposed that hereafter no candidate should 
be admitted to the ministry unless he would 
declare his belief in the orthodox doctrine of 
the atonement; deny the doctrine that there 
is any state of probation after death and 
that the punishment of the wicked is not 
eternal; and admit that the Scriptures are 
perfectly trustworthy as a religious guide. 
This, then, is what is left of Congregational 
orthodoxy, according to its most eminent 
theologian. Itis all that future Congrega- 
tional ministers will be required to believe, 
provided Dr, Parx’s advice is adopted. 

As to the doctrine of the atonement Dr. 
Parx’s orthodoxy is unquestioned. The 
other doctrines which he would require can-: 
didates for the ministry to accept are, how- 
ever, expressed by him in words that admit 
of a large liberty of belief. 
mission that the Scriptures are a perfectly 
trustworthy religious guide and _ the old- 


fashioned Congregational doctrine that they: 


are inspired and infallible there is a wide 
difference. Mr. Bzzcner does not doubt 
that the Scriptures are a perfectly trust- 
worthy religious guide. Neither did Dr. 
BeE..Lows nor Dr. CHaPrn, nor does any lead- 
ing Unitarian or Universalist minister. It 
does not follow that because the Scriptures 
contain all the knowledge which is needed 
in regard to religion they are of any higher 
authority than Dr. Park’s sermons. The 
young candidate for the Congregational 
ministry may utterly reject the theory of the 


inspiration of the Scriptures and utterly: 


deny their infallibility, and yet be entirely 


able to subscribe to the theory that they are- 
a perfectly trustworthy guide. The doctrine | 
of the infallibility of the whole Bible lies at. 


the very foundation of orthodox Congrega-. 
tionalism, and yet Dr. Park would be satis- 
fied if a man who regarded the Genesis as 
fabulous, and the epistles of St. Paun as 
containing perversions of Christianity, would 
still profess that somewhere in the Gospels he, 
could find trustworthy guidance in religion. 

Curiously enough, the only orthodox doc- 
trine, with the exception of that of the atone- 
ment, for which Dr. Parx would still make 
a stand, is that of the eternal punishment of 
the wicked. ‘This is usually one of the first 
doctrines which the Congregationalist who 
cuts adrift from orthodoxy rejects. Dr. 
Park would make belief in it a necessary 
requisite for admission to the ministry. The 
liberally minded Congregationalists will re- 
gard it as rather hard that Dr. Parx should 
exact a belief in eternal punishment as the 
condition on which Congregational minis- 
ters nay be permitted to indulge in almost 
unlimited heterodoxy. 

It is interesting to compare the Apostles’ 
creed with the new creed of Congregation- 
alism as proposed by its chief theologian. 
The Apostles’ creed, held and cherished by 
the Church for eighteen centuries, is to be 
supplanted by a creed containing two ortho-: 
dox doctrines and one “‘liberal’’ doctrine. 
And this is to be done by the successors of 
the New-England theologians, for whom the 
Apostles’ creed was neither Jong enough nor 
strong enough. There is evidently no need 
for the Congregationalists to await the action - 
of the committee that was appointed a year 
or two ago to draw up a new creed for Con- 
gregationalism. They had better make haste 
to adopt Dr. Parx’s suggestions and thereby 
save at least his orthodox doctrines from the 
general wreck. 

It does not look as if the organized anar- 
chy which is the boast of Congregationalism 
has proved altogether successful. Individ-: 
uslism in denominational government has 
fostered individualism in belief until it is 
now difficult to find any doctrine which 
Congregationalists are agreed to accept. 
Perhaps Mr. Bercuer has been hasty in his 
withdrawal from the denomination. Had he 
waited a little longer the Congregationalists

finding him altogether too orthodox and un- 


progressive. 


Mr. ORLANDO B, Porter, it is plain, is a 
carpet-bag candidate for Congress, but he is not 
the only carpet-bagger that the Democrats are 
running in this City.

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A LETTER FROM MR, DARWINR., JAMES 

Mr. Darwin R. James, the candidate for 
Congress in the Third (Kings) District, has ad- 
dressed a letter to the voters of the district in 
which he expresses some views on current politi- 
val topics, and especially with reference to his con- 
nection with the Anti-Monopoly League. He says 
that his association with that League did 


not require that he should’ sever his 
connection with the Republican Party, and 
that he did not become one whit 
less a Republican in joining it.

CAUSED BY A GAS-FITTER’S NEGLECT. 

A gas explosion occurred Saturday evening 
{n the kitchen on the first floor of the apartment- 
house No. 127 West One Hundred and Twenty- 
third-street, and Thomas H. Lee, a colored laborer, 
living at Fourth-avenue and One Hundred and 
Thirty-first-street, was seriously injured. The 
house is one of a rowof handsome apartment- 
bpouses which have just been completed. It was 
antenanted, and on Saturday afternoon the furni- 
ture of a tenant for the first floor was being 
brought into the apartments. <A gas-fitter was at 


work during the day arranging the pipes, and had 
finished his work at about 5 inthe evening, when 
the gas was turned on and the connections were 
tested with a light for leaks. None was found in 
the upper part of the house, but on the lower floor 
astroog odor of escaping gas was perceptible. The 
plumber, accompanied by Lee, who had been em- 
loyed carrying in the furniture, made search 
or the leak and traced it to a _ closet 
{in the kitchen. As they approached the 
eloset the gas ignited from the candle 
pnd an explosion followed. The doors of the 
tioset were forced open and demolished, and Lee 
and the plumber were thrown violently against the 
ppposite wall. Lee was terribly burned about the 
bead and face and severely bruised about the back 
ina hips. The gas-fitter escaped with slight in- 
uries. Lee was taken to the Ninety-ninth-Street 
Spey and was transferred yesterday to Belle- 
vue Hospital The gas-fitter went home. It will 
post over $200 to repair the damage to the house 
by the explosion. The gas had escaped from & 
pipe in the closet on which the gas-fitter had for- 
gotten to screw & Cap.

A BOY SHOT BY A RAG-PICKER. 

Two Italian rag-pickers, Giovanni Fellipel- 
li, of No. 35, and Miehel Felso, of No. 83 Mulberry- 
street, were engaged yesterday afternoon in gath- 
ering rags and bones at the dump at Pier No. 41 
North River. They were greatly annoyed at the 
antics of a band of young lads who swarmed about 
the pier. During the play of the boys a bag of rags 


belonging to the Italians either fell or was kicked 
over by the boys. While the Italians were en- 
aged in attempting to recover their property, the 
ys gathered about them, ostensibly to help them. 
Their actions were evidently misunderstood by the 
Italians, and Fellipelli drew a revolver and fired 
into the crowd of boys. He shot William Ab- 


dale, 16 years old, of No. 327 East Twenty- 
fifth-street,. in the right arm. inflicting a se- 
vere wound, The boys seattered, leaving their 
wounded companion on the wharf. Patrol- 
man Leon, of the Eighth Precinct, heard the 
shot and ran to the wharf. The Italians, at the 
approach of the officer, took refuge ina shed on 
the pier and locked the gate. The officer tore the 
gate from its fastenings and arrested both men. 
In the possession of Fellipelli were found the re- 
volver with which he had shot the youth anda 
razor. Felso aiso had a revolver, which he threw 
into the river. Both Italians were locked up in the 
Prince-street Police station. Abdale was also 
taken to the station-house, where he was attended 
by Police Surgeon Cook, who extracted the ball.

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SUFFOCATED IN A FRUIT STAND.

THE MOURNFUL LITTLE PROCESSION THAT 
WAS STOPPED BY A POLICEMAN. 

The body of Andrea Cabasco, an Italian 
boy, 14 years old, was found last evening in the 
fruit stand where on week days he had long been 
accustomed to sell fruit and candies. The boy was 
sharply reproved for disobedience by his father, 
Joseph Cabasco, at their home, No. 494 Pearl-street, 
Saturday evening. Anagrea was willful, and did 
not immediately obey his father, and the latter 


threatened to whip him. Andrea ran out of 
the house. He was not pursued by his angry 
father, but, fearing punishment if he re- 
turned, he went to the house of his 
friend Eugene Isadore, No. 58 Centre-street, 
where he remained during the nignt. He arose at 
6 o’clock yesterday morning and entered an Italian 
eating-house in the neighborhood, He was moody 
and refused to eat anything, although the woman 
who keeps the place pressed him to drink a cup of 
coffee. That was the last time he was seen. His 
father made anxious inquiries among the associates 
of the boy and kept up his search during the day. 
Finallv, about 4 o’clock in the afternoon, it oo- 
curred to him to visit his fruit stand, at Broad 
and Front streets. He found the padlock 
of the deor missing, but the door was 
fastened securely by a lock which could be 
opened and closed with a key on either side. 
Cabasco forced the door open and found his son 
curled up among the boxes of fruit. He was ap- 
parently dead, and Cabasco sent a friend, who ac- 
companied him, for assistance. Dominick De 
Nova, of No. 90 Baxter-street; Eugene Isadore and 
Antonio Theber, of No. 58 Centre-street. responded 
to the call. Throwing a handkerchief over the face 
of the boy, the three men carried the hody up 
Broaa-street, followed by the father, who was 
wringing his hands and weeping bitterly. They 
passed into Nassau-street and had reached the 
corner of Ann-street tefore they encountered 
a policeman. Oflicer Michael Crowley, of 
the Fourth Precinct, met them at that 
point and arrested the entire party. The ap- 
parently lifeless body was taken into the office of 
the City Press Association, No. 115 Nassau-street, 
Mr. Rivet, the gentleman in charge of the office, 
thought he discerned signs of life in the body and 
sent his messenger to the Chambers-Street Hos- 
pital for an ambulance. The official red tape of 
that institution would not permit the man at the 
desk to send the ambulance without a Police order, 
and no intelligent effort was, therefore, made to as- 
certain whether or not life remained in the boy. 
Coroner Brady was given notice of the case, and, 
after satisfying himself that there had been no 
foul play in the case, he granted the necessary per- 
mission for the removal of the body and it was 
taken to Cabasco’s house. Undertaker Whalen, 
who prepared the body for burial, said there were 
no bruises or marks of violence upon it, and he 
was of the impression that the boy dled of suffo- 
cation. The body was flushed like that of a per- 
son who had died suddenly. The neighbors of the 
Cabasco family said last evening that there had 
been no harshness or violence on the part of the 
father toward his son. 
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COLORED PROFESSORS FOR LIBERIA. 
The congregations of the two largest colored 
churches in the City—Shiloh Presbyterian and 
Bethel African Methodist Episcopali—were sur- 
prised. Jast evening when their respective Pastors 
announced their resignations from their pastorates 
and their intentions to accept Professorships in 


the colored college of Liberia, Africa. The Rev, 
H. M. Browne, of the former congregation, was 
called from his studies abroad soon after the 
death of the Rev. Dr. Garnet, and had 
not yet been installed, having been preaching 
in Shiloh Church for only three weeks. He bas 
been eleeted by the Boston Trustees of Dona- 
tions for Education in Liberiato the Charles Hodge 
Professorship of Intellectual and Moral Philosophy 
in Liberia College. The Rev. T. McCants Stewart, 
of Bethel Methodist Episcopal Church, has 
been elected Charles Sumner Professor of 
Belles Lettres, History, and Law in _ the 
same institution. Both are very young men. 
Mr. Browne is 31 years of age, and was born 
in Washington, D.C. He studied in Howard Uni- 
versity, in his native city, and afterward entered 
Princeton Seminary, from which he was graduated 
in 1878. He then studied philosophy for two years 
in Edinbargh University, in Scotland, after which 
he read theology and studied the languages in 
Germany. He is unmarried, Mr. Stewart is 28 
years of age. He was born of free parents in 
Charleston, S. C., and was graduated from the 
University of South Carolina in 1875. For two 
years he practiced law in South Carolina, and was 
Professor of Mathematics in the State Agricul- 
tural College for two years. Mr. Stewart then 
entered Princeton Seminary, but after studying 
for two years was obliged to give up on aceount 
of failing health. In 1880 he was called to Bethel 
Methodist Episcopal Church to succeed the Rev. 
William F. Dickerson, who is now Bishop of South 
Carolina. The two young Professors will start 
for their new fieid of labor together in February. 
They go by way of Liverpool, and will spend a 
montlvin Scotland, England, France, and Germany. 
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WiTH ONE WIFE TOO MANY. 

Detective Sergeant Von Gerichten brought 
to this City, from Boston, yesterday, Albert EF. 
Gore, alias Harry E. Horton, whom he had arrested 
at the Charlestown prison on a requisition from 
Gov. Cornell, an indictment for bigamy having been 
found against him. He had been convicted in Bos- 
ton of forgery and false pretenses, and his term of 


imprisonment expired on Saturday. He was im- 
mediately rearrested by Von Gerichten. It is al- 
leged that Gore, on July 9, 1881, was married to 
Mary Helen Roystan. of this City, by the}Rev. 
Henry J. Gordon, at the residence of the clergy- 
man, No, 127 East One Hundred and Seventeenth- 
street. Two months after they were married he 
took his wife to his parents’ residence, No. 22 
Main-street, Quincy, Mass., and they lived there 
until his arrest in Boston. He was sentenced to 
one year’s imprisonment. After his incarceration 
his wife made the discovery that he had been 
previously married and that his wife was 
still living. She made an investigation and 
discovered that on Oct. 24, 1880, under the name of 
Harry E. Horton, he married Mignonette Peacock, 
the daughter of Dr. Rufus W. Peacock, of Jersey 
City. He had taken his first wife, also, to Quincy, 
Mass., and introduced her to his relatives as his 
wife. While living tnere with him, the first wife 
made the discovery that his name was Gore, and 
not Horton. He soon after deserted her, and she 
returned to the home of her parents in Jersey City. 
She heard nothing more about him until the seo- 
ond wife called upon her and they discovered how 
they had been deceived, Both the wives joined in 
the complaint of bigamy against him, and will ap- 
peer against him on his trial.

Boston, Nov. 5.—The statements concern- 
ing the management of the Danville, Olney and 
Ohio River Railroad contained in the dispatch 
from Springfield, Ill., in Saturday's Tiss are de- 
clared by persons in Boston who are largely 
interested in this property, and are in the best 
position to know, to be unjust and untrue. The 
company has completed about 98 miles of road and 


is operating about <3 miles between the cities of 
Olney and Danvise, entering Danville over 
tracks favorably leased of the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois Railroad Company, with 
which it torms a trunk line to Chicago. 
There are outstanding upon this road about $775,000 
of first mortgage bonds, and the company has a 
floating unsecured debt of about $100,000, 
thus making an aggregate of about $90,000 
per mile of completed § standard gauge 
road. The company has_ been obliged to 
extend some of the floating debt, by 
reason of the failure of che townships to pay the 
bonds which had been duly subscribed as local 
aid and claims for these subsidies are now 
in litigation. In this condition of  af- 
fairs the Trustees under the mortgage, 
George Whitney, Darwin E. Ware, and Charles 
R. Codman, all of this city, have deemed it to be 
for the protection of all interested in the prop- 
erty to place the road temporarily in the 
hands of a Receiver, to be appointed by the 
United States Cireuit Court, and have 
thus anticipated Western creditors who were 
seeking to invoke the jurisdiction of the State 
courts. This action of the Trustees in no way re- 
flects upon the management of the road, and there 
is complete harmony in the course adopted. The 
road is at present, as regards traffic, in a 
most favorable condition, the business offer- 
ing being more than double the capacity 
of available equipment, which is soon to be in- 
creased. There is no doubt In the minds of the 
Boston owners that the property ix worth far 
more than the total amount of its indebtedness. 
and they hope that a short administration of 
its affairs by an honest and able Receiver.in a court 
where the rights of Massachusetts investors ean be 
protected, will enable the company to pay all 
a. eae its property, and show a value for 
stock, 


Sr. Paun, Nov. 5.—Wall-street gossip, tele- 
graphed from New-York, reports that an agree- 
ment has been signed by the St. Paul, Minneapolis 
and Manitoba and the Northern Pacific adjusting 
the railroad territory in which the two lines are 
mutually represented. A reporter attempted to 
have interviews with officers of the two roads in 
St. Paul, and succeeded in finding, at a late hour 
last night, President Hiil and General Manager 
Manuel, of the St. Paul, Minneapolis. and Mani- 
toba. They were preparing to leave the city for 
Winnipeg. Mr. Manuel acknowledged that the 
arrrangement made between the two com- 
panies possessed a public interest, but 
declined to give its details. Mr. Hill said the arti- 
cles of agreement that had been formulated sev- 
eral days ago were executed in New-York yester- 
day. The party, consisting of Messrs. Hill, Manuel, 
and Col. Lamborn, of the Northern Pacific, took 
possession of the private car of the Manitoba line 
to leave the Union depot at 4 o’clock this morning. 
Col. Clough, the local attorney of the Northern 
Pacific, left St. Paul last night for Fargo, but will 
join Mr. Hill’s party at Glyndon and go with them 
to Winnipeg. The presumption is that they will 
before their return make some arrangement about 
the Manitoba South-western Road, which bas been 
one of the elements in the negotiations. Possibly 
that road is to be turned over to the Manitoba line, 
or rather the Canadian Pacific, that has affiliations 
with the St. Paul, Miuneapolis and Manitoba line. 
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MR. SULLIVAN AND IRELAND. 
HIS VIEWS ON RECENT EVENTS CONNECTED 
WITH THE LAND AGITATION. 


© Boston, Nov. 5.—Mr. A. M, Sullivan, late 
member of Parliament, in an interview last night, 
referring to recent news from Ireland, said; ‘I 
read in the newspapers yesterday that the Irish 
party voted with the Government in the great trial 
of strength on Thursday night on the closure ques- 
tion. The reason for that was not cabled across, 
but I happen to know it quite well. They voted 
against Sir Stafford Northcote’s amendment, which 
amendment proposed atwo-thirds majority instead 
of a bare majority. . This was an ingenious but 


very shabby artifice to establish a closure which 
should never hit the Tory party, and which should 
crush the Irish party. Gladstone’s closure will hit 
Tory and Home Ruler alike. The tories are 
always sure of having more than a third of the 
House, but the Irish party is not. Seeing that all 
the members from Ireland, of all parties, only num- 
ber 102 out of 625, one therefore perceives at once 
that Sir Stafford Northcote’s closure would crush 
the Irish and letthe Tories esecape.’’ Speaking of 
the new programme enunciated at the recent con- 
ference in Dublin, Mr. Sullivan said he considered, 
as a matter of taetics, it would have been better to 
concentrate upon some one subject; but the con- 
ference must be accented as speaking for the Irish 
people with an authority no previous body can pre- 
tend to. He believed that the coming land revolu- 
tion in England would far outstrip in magnitude 
and in tremendous consequences the Irish land 
movement of the present day. 

Mr. Sullivan, in his lecture at the Boston Thea- 
tre to-night, began with a discussion of the bene- 
fits of Home Rule, contrasting elections in our 
States with those in Ireland. Then he reviewed 
the history of the Irish uestion since 
the last famine, in 1879. In sketching the work of 
the League since this period he said: “In our 
wildest hopes, our most ambitious demands, we 
never asked for as much as was given in Mr. 
Gladstone’s last act. If we had stated 10 
years ago that it was possible to have 
such an act om the stetute-book we 
would haye been lovked upon as lunatics. Al- 
ready something like 30 per cent. of the whole ren- 
talof Ireland has been taken off the shoulders 
of the people. I call that act the great- 
est and most tremendous’ revolution ever 
accomplished by legislative effort in Europe. 
But we are not satisfied with that. 
We want the arrears wiped off, the iniquitous 
leases the tenants have been made _ to 
sign annulled. and, above all, we want 
landlords eompelled to sell out to occupying 
tenants. * * But the battle is three parts 
won—no more will you hear about the wailings or 

etitions of Ireland. She will be known no more 

efore the world as the tattered mendi- 
eant knocking at the door of the world’s 
charity.” The speaker,'referring to the Parnell- 
Davitt controversy, said the differences were 
merely theoretical and that a stop would 
be put to it before it weuld be allowed 
to cause a division. ‘Ireland,’ said Mr. Sulli- 
van, ‘‘never had a more capable or a 
more honest organization than it has to-day. 
Trust it loyally.”” Mr. Suliivan will leave for New- 
York to-morrow morning, and will sail on Wednes- 


day for Europe. 
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OPPOSED TO THE METRIC SYSTEM. 
THE INSTITUTE FOR PRESERVING WEIGHTS 
: AND MEASURES TO MEET THIS WEEK. 
CLEVELAND, Nov. 5.—A very notable gath- 
ering will be held in Cleveland on Wednesday of 
the present week in the annual meeting of the 
International Institute for Preserving Weights and 
Measures. This is the seeond regular session 
of a body of earnest scientific men, who 
believe they are doing their country and 
science good service in opposing the intro- 


duction of the French metric system into the 
Anglo-Saxon world. The first meeting was held 
in Boston, and Gen. Garfield was chosen President. 
The then first Vice-President, and now President, 
Mr, Charles Latimer, of Cleveland, Chief Engineer 
of the New-York. Pennsylvania and Ohio Railroad, 
went to Washington to persuade Gen. Garfield to 
accept the office. He declined, and in doing so 
told Mr. Latimer it was not because he 
had any hostility toward the movement, 
but as a member of Congress he was, in one sense, 
to sit as a judge upon the question that they were 
agitating. and, as such, he did not think it proper 
to identify himself with one side or the other. He 

romised Mr. Latimer that be would make the sub- 
ject a@ study, and from subsequent conversations 

r. Latimer was led to believe that he not only 
had given it attention, but that be was being led to 
side with the anti-metrics. 

The coming meeting bids fair to be of unusual 
interest, and although a large attendance is not 
looked for, those who do intend to be present are 
men of high culture and advanced eaucation. A 
paper on “ The Origin of the British Mile” will be 
read by the Rev. Mr. Wood, of Sharon, Penn. Mr. 
Everett W. Fish, of Chicago, will present one on 
“The Taurian Myth;” President Latimer has one 
on “ The Coffer of the King’s Chamber,”’ and Prof. 
Alfred B. Taylor will read a treatise on “The Uni- 
fication of Weights and Measures.’’ Diseussions 
on all the papers will follow. 

President Latimer is very earnest in his prosecu- 
tion of the work to which he has put his hand, and 
goes at it with a missionary’s zeal. When asked, 
* What progress is the metric system making?’’ he 
answered: *‘ There are three bills now before Con- 
gress for the unification of moneys, in which 
they propose to abolish the Anglo-Saxon 
word grain and_ substitute the French 
word gramme. We have sent ont 9,000 
circulars protesting agaiust that change. 
In that bill Mr. William Wheeler Hubbell, a broth- 
er, I think. of Congressman Jay Hubbell, gets for 
himeelf and his heirs, forever, a certain amount, 
based on the amount of coinage, for having discov- 
ered the alloys nevessary to establish an inter- 
national coinage, and to satisfy the wants of all na- 
tions on a common basis; but especially to aceom- 
modate our weights and measures to the French 
metric system. An endeavor is being made to force 
the metric system into use. The Surgeon in charge of 
the United States Marine Hospitais has given an 
order that it shall be used in all the hospitals in the 
giving of prescriptions. A year ago an attempt was 
made.to force its use in the Custom-houses, but 
that failed, on account of our protest. They are 
now attempting to make its use compulsory in the 
Post Office Department—in fact, an attempt is 
deing made to force it upon the people as soon as 
it can possibly be done. 

“We believe that we can stop that movement. 
It is contrary to the interests of the people to 
abandon the weights and measures that have been 
in use away back as far as there is any record of 
time, and which we believe are earth-commen- 
surable and referabie to the cosmos, Alexander H. 
Stephens is the apostle in Congress of these pro- 
posed changes. Asa general rule, both Senators and 


Representatives are utterly ignorant of the subject, 
and think that the metric system is simply a deci- 
mal system. They do not understand that it is to 
be an overthrow of Cada! gpm Anglo-Saxon, and 
a substitution of a French system that is not yeta 
hundred years of age. The object of our associa- 
tion fs to preserve the records of the past, in our 
hereditary weights and measures, and by digging 
into the monuments of the past to understand the 
origin of the weights and measures that we have. 
In this investigation we are led into the subject 
of races and nations, and it opens one of the widest 
fields of investigation and research. We claim 
that the great pyramid of Ghizeh holds within it 
the whole subject of the weights and measures of 
the Anglo-Saxon race, and our investigations aro 
in that direction at present. We believe that it 
not only holds this, but also an epitome of all the 
sciences known to the race of man.” 
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LAW-BREAKERS AND THEIR ACTS.

Eva Woods, 28 years old, of Langford, Wentworth 
County, went to the farm of Wentworth Day. at 
Jerseyville, and, producing a revolver, shot him 
several times. Day is expected to die. The two 


had been on bad terms for some time, but the 
cause of the trouble is not stated. The woman is 
still at large. 


Cincinnati, Nov. 5.—White James Mc- 
Cormick was coming down Vine-street, from a 
theatre ‘‘over the Rhine.” last night, he met a 
stranger opposite the public Library Building who 
stepped on his foot. McCormick addressed the 
stranger harshly, and the latter knocked him down 
with a blow with his fist. McCormick was taken 
to the hospital, where he died at 4o’clock this 
morning. The stranger is unknown, 


NeEw-OrR.LEANS, Nov. 5.—The community 
was shocked this morning to receive the details of 
a terrible murder committed during the night. An 
Italian named Peter Johnson, alias **Dago Pete,” 
a fruit-peddler, and sometimes an organ-grinder, 
had lived witha beautiful quadrooa girl, named 
Della McCarty, the descendant on the wrong 
side of a once prominent and wealthy 
pee, politician, and ex-Mayor of New-Orieans. 

ella was given to frivolities, while Pete was 
moody and madly jealous. Last night Deila went 
to a quadroon bali. She was followed by Pete, 
who waited on the Terone corner of St. Philip-street 
till she returned. Then he attacked her with a 
razor, cutting her jugular vein. The frenzied 
Italian then went to the house of the girl’s 
mother on Rampari-street, a few blocks away. 
The old woman was in bed asieep when 
he attacked her, cutting her throat from ear to 
ear. The crime was not discovered till 5 o’clock 
this morning, when the murdered girl’s brother 
called at his mother’s house. Meeting with no 
response to his call he opened his mother’s door.

REAR-ADMIRAL CHARLES H. POOR. 

Rear-Admiral Charles H. Poor, a retired 
officer of the United States Navy, died of apoplexy 
at his residenee, in Washington, last evening. He 
was first seized with illness soon after he had gone 
to bed on Saturday night. Hewas born in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., in June, 1809, and received his ap- 
pointment as Midshipman from his native State on 


March 1, 1823. In this capacity he was attached 
successively to the sloop-of-war John Adams, in the 
West India squadron, and the frigate Java, of the 
Mediterranean squadron. On March 29, 1829, he 
was promoted to the rank of Passed Midshipman, 
and was ordered to the frigate Delaware, of the 
Mediterranean squadron. He was transferred to 
the sloop-of-war Lexington, of the Brazil squadron, 
in 1823, when he was commissioned Lieutenant, and 
to the brig Boxer, of the same squadron, during 
the ensuing year. He was sent to the rendezvous 
in Norfolk, Va., fin 1836; to razee Independence, 
in the Brazil squadron, in 1840; tothe navy-yard 
in Washington from 1846 to 1848. He was In- 
spector in 1850 and 1851, and was attached to the 
frigate St. Lawrence, in the Pacific squadron, 
from 1852 to 1855. With a commission as com- 
mander, dated Sept. 14, 1855, he was transferred to 
the navy-yard at2Norfolk, where he remained until 
1858. He took command of the sloop-of-war St. 
Louis, of the home squadron, in 1860, and was 
sent at the head of an expedition to reinforce 
Fort Pickens in 1861. He commanded te frigate 
Roanoke, of the North Atlantic blockading squad- 
ron, in 1862. He took command of the steamer 
Illinois to act as a ram against the Merrimac, 
but no opportunity presented itself for the 
trial of his vessel in tbat capacity. With 
the frigate Roanoke he passed the rebel 
batteries under fire at Sewall’s Point while on his 
way from Hampton Roads to Newport News on 
an expedition to assist the Congress and Cumber- 
land. On Jan. 2, 1863, he was made Commo- 
adore, and took command of the sloop-of- 
war Saranac, of the Pacific squadron, which 
he retained until 1865. In this capacity he 
compelled the authorities at Aspinwall to release 
a United States mail steamer which was detained 
in that port for the non-payment of illegal dues, 
and he also compelled the authorities at Rio La 
Hache to hoist and salute the American fiag, which 
they had wantonly insulted. He was commissioned 
Rear-Admiral Sept. 20, 1868. He commanded the 
mavy-yard in Washington during the ensuing year, 
the North Atlantic! fquadron in 1870, and wasa 
member of the Retiring Board in 1871-2. His fu- 
neral will take place in Washington to-morrow.

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EPISCOPAL MISSION: WORK. 
pieiibeteae 

Episcopalians throughout the country will 
be interested this week in the conference in Brook- 
lyn of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety. These conferences have been held since 
1835, and during the past year similar gatherings 
have met in New-York, New-Haven, Utica, and 
Buffalo. Their object is to excite local interest in 
missionary . work. The Protestant Episcopal 
Churehes which compose the society have 13 mis- 


sionary Bishops in the domestic field and 375 
missionaries, of which 28 are engaged in 
work among the colored people of the 
South, 25 among the Indians, and one 
among the Chinese in San Francisco. Twenty 
native catechists, of wuom 6 are candidates for 
holy orders, and 13 women helpers are engaged in 
educational and mission work among the Indians 
in 4 boarding-schoois and at 24 stations. Nine un- 
ordained men and 18 women are also now em- 
ployed as teachers in colored schools. Ten mis- 
sionary Bishops, in addition to their mission 
work proper, are giving attention to the train- 
ing of young men for the Christian ministry. 
The society has 148 foreign missionary stations, 34 
of which are in Western Africa, 31 in China, 15 in 
Japan, lin Greece, 14in Hayti, and 52 in Mexico. 
The whole number of laborers is 347, includ- 
ing caudidates for orders. Of the 12 board- 
ing.schools, 4 are in_ Africa, 8 in China, 4 
in Japan, and 1 in Mexicg, and the num- 
ber of pupils aggregates 572, There are 65 day- 
schools, containing 1,429 pupils, and 26 Sunday- 
schools, with an attendance of about 2,000 pupils 
and 2,304 communicants, of whom 667 are in 
Africa, 336 in China, 105 in Japan, 360 in Hayti, and 
936 in Mexico. There are 2 candidates tor orders 
in Africa and 3 postulants; 20 candidates in China, 
8in Japan, 1 in Hayti and 1 postuiant, and ldin 
Mexico. These students are under training in 
Hoffman Institute, Cavalla; Divinity School of 
St. Jobn’s College, Shanghai, and at Wuchang, and 
in the Theological School, in Mexico. 

The conference held its first meeting last even- 
ing in the Church of the Redeemer, at Fourth-ave- 
nue and Pacific-street. It was well attended. 
Bishop Littlejohn presided, and the Rey. William 
Allan Fair, of the African Mission; the Rev. 
T. Kerr, of the Haytien Church; the Rey. 
Dr, Williamson Smith, and the Rey, Mr. 
Tripp assisted in the services. The ser- 
mon was preached by the Rev. Dr. GC. 
George Currie, Rector of St. Luke’s Church, 
Philadelphia. A message of sympathy was re- 
ceived from the Rev. Dr. A. T. Twing, Secretary of 
the Committee for Domestic Missions, whe is be- 
lieved to be fatally 111. A warm tribute was paid 
to his missionary work by Bishop Littlejohn. There 
will be a communion service this morniug in St. 
Peter's Church, with an address by Bishop Little- 
john, a social gathering of the clergy in the after- 
noon, and in the evening a missionary meeting in 
St. dJames’s Church. Papers on mission workin 
Haytiand Liberia will be read to-morrow morningin 
8t Peter's Chapel and a missionary meeting will be 
held tn the evening in the Church of the Holy Trin- 
ity. Wednesday morning will be devoted to papers 
on missionary work in Japan and Shanghai at the 
conference meeting in St. Peter’s Chapel, and the 
evening to goneral missionary addresses. The 
Woman’s Missionary Association of the Dio- 
ecese of Long Isiand will presefit its vear’s work 
Thursday morning in St. Peter’s Chapel. The Rev. 
Henry Swift, missionary at Cheyenue River Agency,

Sec. 3. The first and second sections f this article 
having been fully complied with, no tolis shall here 
after be imposea on persons or property transported 
on the canals, but all coats navigating the canals, and 
the owners and masters thereof, shall be subject to 
such laws and regulations as “@ been or may here- 
after be enacted, concerning the navigation of the 
canals. The Legislature shall annually, by equita- 
ble taxes, make provision for the expenses of the 
superintendence and repairs of the canals, The 
canal debt contracted under the section rerepy 
amended, which, on the ist day of October, eighteen 
hundred and eighty. amounted to eight million 
nine hundred and elghty-two thousand two nun- 
dred dollars, shall continue to be known as the 
“canal debt, under article 7, section 3 of she Constitu- 
tion;” and the sinking fund applicable tothe payment 
thereof, together withthe contributionsto be made 
thereto, shail continue to be known asthe “canal debt 
sinking fund,” and the principal and interest of said 
debt shali be metas provided in the fifth section of 
this article. All contracts for work or materials on 
any canalshali be made with the person who shall 
offerto door provide the same at the lowest price 
with adequate security for their performance. Ne¢ 
extra compensation shall be made to any contractor, 
but if, from any unforeseen cause, the terms of any 
contract shall prove to b> unjust and oppressive, thé 
sual Board may, upon the application of the com 
tractor, cancel such contract. 

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) That section five ot 
article seven of the Constitution be amended soas ta 
read as foliows: 

Sec. 5. There shall annually be tmposed and levied a 
tax which shall be sufficient to pay the interest and 
extinguish the principal of the canal debt mentioned 
in the third section of this article as the same shall 
become due and payable, and the proceeds of such 
tax shall, in each fiscal year, be appropriated and set 
apart for the sinking fund constituted for the pay- 
ment of the principal and the interest of the afore« 
said debt. But the Legislature may, inits discretion, 
impose for the fiscal year beginning on the first day 
of October, eighteen hundred and eighty-three, & 
State tax on each dollar of the valuation of the 
reer in this State which may by law theu 

ne subject to taxation, sufficient with the ae- 
cumulations of the sinking fund applicable thereta 
to pay in full both the principal and interest of the 
canal debt before mentioned, and the proceeds of 
such tax shall be appropriated and set apart for the 
sinking fund constituted for the payment of the prin- 
cipal and the interest of said debt. In the event of 
such action by the Legislature, then the Legislature 
shall, underthe law directing the assessment and 
levy of such tax, make such provision for the retire- 
ment of the canal debt as it shali deem equitable and 
just to the creditors of the State. 

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) That section six of 
article seven of the Constitution be amended so as ta 
read as follows: 

Sec. 6 The Legisiature shall not sell, lease, or other- 
wise dispose of the Erie Canal, the Osw Canal, the 
Champlain Canal, the Cayuga ana Ser Canal, or 
the Black River Canal, but they shall remain the prop- 
erty of the State and under its management forever. 
All funds that may be derived from any lease, sale, or 
other disposition of any canal shall be appited in pay- 
ment of the canal debt meutioned in the third section 
of this article. 

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) That the foregoing 
amendments, having been referred by the last Legis-

wA FEMALE THIEF’S MANY CRIMES. 
‘ROBBING MANY PEOPLE AFTER BEING 
) HIRED AS A SERVANT. 


' A young woman with pale face and sharp 
Jeatures, of medium height and spare figure, with 
smoothly brushed blonde hair, and a castin her 
Heft eye, stood before Justice Bixby, yesterday, at 
the Jefferson Market Police Court,'{to answer fora 
number of thefts. Dressed very plainly in black, 
her appearance was respectable, but the detectives 
Bay that she is one of the most hardened female 
thieves in the country. She gave her name as Mrs. 
Sophia Clark, but she is known in Police circles as 


Jennie Rigney, the smartest dishonest servant girl 
at liberty. For nearly two years she has robbed 
right and left, without falling into the hands of the 
Police but once, and on that occasion she was dis- 
charged, owing to a lack of evidence. Early 
in the Spring of 1881 many complaints were re- 
eeived by Inspector Byrnes from ladies who had 
been robbed by a dishonest servant. On April 22, 
1881, Mrs. Mary Moore, of No. 26 East Fourth- 
street, engaged her{services at anjintelligence office 
In the Bowery, and took her at once to her home. 
Within 4¢ hours the girl disappeared, taking with 
her jewelry and wearing “ee valued at $600. 
On June 24 following Mrs. F. H. Finney, of No. 
1,337 Park-avenue, had a similar experience with 
the girl and mourned the loss of pyre valued at 
$750. So many complaints of this nature reached 
the Detective Bureau that Detective Sergeants Ru- 
Jand and Haley were specially detailed to search 
for the tnief. They had a circular printed and sent 
to every employment agency in this City. giving her 
description. A few days after this circular was 
distributed the girl walked into an employment 
agency in the Bowery and took her seat among the 
girls waiting for situations. The woman who keeps 
the establishment recognized her from the descrip- 
tion and sent a messenger to Police Head-quarters, 
She was arrested and arraigned before Justice 
Bixby, at the Jefferson Market Pelice Court. Mrs. 
Moore appeared against her, but the evidence 
against her was not complete and she was dis- 
charged. At that time she gave the name of Jennie 
Rigney, 

Soon after her release the complaints of theft 
began again. It was ascertained recently that the 

oung woman had married a professional burglar 

nown as * Billy”? Ciark, and was living with him 
in One Hundred and Nineteenth-street. The 
Officers searched the street and its neighborhood 
Without success. She must have been warned that 
the Police were looking for her, as she changed her 
place of residence frequently. A month ago Clark 
Was a patient at the Presbyterian Hospital, where 
he was being treated for seiatica, and he was dis- 
charged from that institution a week ago last 
Thursday. He'was traced to No. 228 East One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-second-street, and there the ofti- 
cers found that he was living with Jennie Rigney, 
and that she was supporting him with the proceeds 
of her thefts. The house was closely watched, and 
on Seturday afternoon Detective Sergeants Ru- 
land, Haley, and Hinds paid a visit to the house 
and found the young woman ironing inthe base- 
ment. She was at first disposed to resist arrest, 
but finally succumbed and was brought to Police 
Head-quarters. She was thers identified by a num- 
‘ber of persons whom she had robbed. In her pos- 
session were found 21 pawn-tickets for various arti- 
cles of jewelry and wearing apparel. She had en- 
deavored to destroy several of the tickets by chew- 
ing them up, but the fragments were preserved by 
the detectives and pastedtogether. When arraigned 
before Justice Bixby, the magistrate recognized ber 
atonce, Mrs. Mary Purdy, of No. 428 Fourth- 
avenve, made a formal complaint against her, 
charging her with having stolen a number of ar- 
ticles of jewelry, laces, and wearing apparel, valued 
at $600, from her and Miss Lottie Kilie, a relative. 
Mrs. Purdy engaged the services of the girl on June 
10, aud she fied the next morning while the family 
were at church, taking the property with her, and 
leaving a young child alone inthe house. She also 
left all her old clothes and shoes behind, and walked 
of dressed in the stolen clothes. Miss Kilie identi- 
fied the hat worn by Jennie Rigney in court as her 
property. On this complaint the magistrate com- 
Initted the woman for trial, in default of $2,500 
bail. In her formal examination she said that her 
name was Sophia Clark; that she would 
be 20 years of age on Nov. 17; was 
@ native of New-Jersey: had lived at No. 
228 East One Hundred and Twenty-second-street 
one month, and in reply to the question as to her 
business or profession, said: “ I don't work.” Be- 
sides the cases cited above the young woman Is 
charged with having stolen jewelry and cash 
amounting to $500 from the apartment of George 
Dougherty, at No. 1,632 First-avenue. The money 
and jewelry were stolen from beneath Mrs. Dough- 
erty’s pillow while. the victim slept. When she 
awoke in the morning she found the servant and 
the pr perty gone and beside the bed was a large 
carving-krife, which, it is believed, the thief would 
have used against Mrs. Dougherty had she been 
disturbed. Itis also reported that about a year 
ago she stole diamonds valued at $1,000 froma 
sister of Tony Pastor. One of her latest exploits 
Was at the house of Mr. W. J. Sutherland, of No. 
419 Pleasant-avenue. Last May he was living at 
No. 234 East One Hundred and Twenty-third-street, 
and was robbed of clothing and jewelry valued at 
$250. He yesterday fully identified Sophia Clark 
as the girl who had robbed him. The detectives 
Bay that they expect to get 20 or 30 complainants 
Bgainst the woman, and they compute the value of 
the property stolen by her in two years at between 
$15,000 and $20,000. A singular feature of the ease 
is that the accused woman upon her first arrest as- 
sumed the name of Jennie Rigney, a woman who 
is now in the penitentiary for having robbed and 
attempted to poison her mistress. This woman 
Rigney, about two years ago, made an infamous 
charge against a well known dentist and a physi- 
cian, but which they successfully disproved. Why 
Sophia Clark should have taken the name of Jen- 
nie Rigney cannot be explained. It may be simply 
a coincidence, but the detectives have an idea that 
the women are acquainted. 





SUNDAY FOR A DAY OF REST. 
A MOVEMENT WHICH IS TO TAKE ADVAN- 
TAGE OF THE NEW PENAL CODE. 

The Sabbath Committee is to take advan- 
tage of the new Penal Code to prosecute its work 
in securing the observance of Sunday. Pledges as 
follows have been sent out for signatures through- 
out the City: 

**By divine appointment and by the laws of the 
Btate of New-York six days in each week are set 
apart for lakor and one day for rest, to be only in- 
truded upon by the works of necessity, Obedience to 
the command and to the law is conducive 
to the happiness and well-being of ali. The 
desire for wealth and the competition for 
business “Sid its retention have finaily re- 
sulted in making the Sabbath a day of labor instead of 
a day of rest to a large and worthy class of tradesmen, 
who quite unwillingly and in self-defense have 
opened their stores on Sunday and who now welcome 
with reai satisfaction any change in this respect. In 
order that unnecessary trading on Sunday shall cease, 
Band that stores be closed against traffic on that day, we, 
the undersigned, affix our signatures and by this act 

ecome members of the association called the New- 
York Sunday Closing League, and individually as 
Tembers and together asa body pledge ourselves to 
do all in our power to enforce in the City of New-York 
the new Penal Code of the State relating to Sunday 
traffic.” 

The plan is to induce tradesmen and shop-keep- 
ers of all kinds, including the proprietors of 
groceries, cigar stores, and saloons, to sign the 
paper and pledge themselves upon honor to close 
their places of business on Sunday. If they refuse 
to comply with the provisions of the statutes the 
law will be enforced immediately after the Penal 
Code goes into effect. Between now and the first 
pr December it is proposed tocirculate the pledges 

every part of the City. The workis to be done 
by the churches.

; #2 ‘DIGNANT ANT/-MONOPOLISTS., 

' The Anti-Monopoly League of the Nine- 
teenth Assembly District met at Groh’s Hall, 
Ninth-avenue and _ Sixtieth-street, yesterday 
afternoon. The President, George T. Davis, 
stated that the object of the meeting was to take 
action regarding a notice that had appeared in the 
newspapers to the effect that tne Central Execu- 
tive Committee of the National Anti-Monopoly 
League had reversed the action of the Assembly 
District League by indorsing the candidacy of ex- 
Assemblyman John McManus for member of 
Assembly. In view of the fact that the Nine- 


teenth District League had formally rejected Mr. 
‘McManus and indorsed the candidacy of Edwin 
E. Coventry, Mr. Davis thought the district or- 
ganization should take immediate steps in opposi- 
tion to the action of the Central Executive Com- 
mittee. Mr. Davis stated that he had applied by 
letter to Mr. Henry Nichols, Secretary of the 
Executive Committee, for some explanation of its 
reported action, but had received no answer. 
Resolutions were introduced by Major A. 
H. H. Dawson denouncing the action of the Central 
Executive Committee as “gratuitous, irregular, 
pragmatic, impertinent, and arbitrary in its usur- 
pation of illegai authority.” The resolutions pro- 
vided that ‘‘ until said Central Executive Commit- 
tee rescinds said resolution and the Secretary 
makes a polite apology for the cavalier rudeness 
of his silence, we would have said committee un- 
derstand that we entertain no respect for their 
authority, and said Secretary to know that we 
have still less respect fer his manners.” also that 
the District League would permit no interference 
by outsiders, either on or off of committees. James 
J. Condon, the Secretary-of the meeting, said that 
he had talked with Mr. Tomlinson, Chairman of 
the Central Executive Committee, and had pro- 
eured a copy of the resolution passed by that 
committee last Tuesday, “that this league indorse 
the record of the Hon. John McManus as a mem- 
ber of the Legislature of 1882.’’ Mr. Condon said 
that it was evident that some person had purposely 
sent a bogus account of the proceedings of the 
committee to the newspapers. The resolutions 
were unanimously adopted.

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FRUIT AND VEGETABLE SEASON, 
HOW THE PROMISES OF SPRING HAVE BEEN 
FULFILLED—-FRUIT NOW IN MARKET. 


The sharp frosts of last week ended the 
growing season of what will be remembered as an 
evontful year among the fruit and vegetable grow- 
ers of the Middle and New-England States. The 
season opened unusually late, but when warm 
weather set in there was a season of several 
weeks of remarkably fine growing weather, and 
fine crops of early fruits and yegetables were ex- 
pected and in many cases realized. The straw- 
berry crop was a light one owing to two or three 
frosts late in April cutting off the early blossoms, 
but the blackberry and raspberry crops were 
abundant, and the blackberry crop would have 


been the greatest ever known had not the month 
of July been one of the dryest known for years. In 
that month most of the vegetables intended for 
Fall and Winter use are planted, and the extreme 
dryness of the earth prevented seeds from sprout- 
ing or the plants from setting, and it was with the 
greatest difficulty that sucn plants as tomatoes, 
cabbage, lettuce, and peppers could be made to 
grow. Consequently the second, or what was in- 
tended for the Winter, supply of those vegetables 
was avery light one. But early in August rain 
visited nearly all parts of the Middle States, 
and growers at once commenced planting 
in August where their July attempts had 
failed, and the very’ late season has 
rewarded their efforts with an abundant 
yield. Had there been the usual September frosts, 
the vegetable supplies in the markets would have 
been very limited, but not ouly were there no frosts 
in September, but none in October, and conse- 
quently the tomatoes planted in August or late in 
July produced an abundant crop, while the late 
planting of cabbage, turnips, beets, peppers, and 
lettuce did equally as well. As potatoes area deep 
soil plant and when once weil started to growing 
are not easily affected by droughts, the dry 
weather of July did them little injury, and the 
crop this season is a very great one, and there 
is no probability that potatoes will wholesale 
for the very best for upward of $3 per 
barrel this season, and good eating potatoes 
will be obtainable all this Winter at $2 50 per bar- 
rel, wholesale. While the vegetable products of 
the season may not sell foras low prices as they 
did in 1880--that season of abundance—they will 
sell for so much less than the prices obtained for 
them last year that there need be little anxiety 
among the industrious poor about the cost of living 
this Winter. Vegetables will be cheap. Grain is 
abundant, consequently fiour will be cheap. The 
cheapness of grain assures an abundance of pork, 
making the outlook for the Winter very cheerful. 
It would be pleasant if the prospect of an abun- 
dance of fruit was as good as the showing for meat 
and vegetables. But the apple crop is the smallest 
produced in many years, and the cranberry crop is 
stillli-hter. It is highly probable that any really 
good Greening, Baldwin, and King apples will read- 
ily seil for upward of $5 per barrel before the 
Christmas holidays. It is avery difficult matter to 
get a barrel of good apples now, and those which 
are at all attractive in appearance sell by single 
barrels for from $3 50 to $4 per barrel. Cranber- 
ries are worth, wholesale, from $9 50 to $13 per 
barrel, and itis only a fair quality of cranberries 
that can be bought for $11 per barrel. The very 
late season may prove to be injurious to the keep- 
ing quality of grapes, but it is very probable that 
there will be a fair supply of domestic grapes until 
quite late in the Winter. Just at thistime they can 
be found in great abundance in the market. The 
Delawares can be bought wholesale for from 7 to 9 
cents per pound, and Catawbas for about 1 cent 
per pound less. Concords and Isabelias are still 
cheaper. The white Malaga grapes have been very 
abundant, and will continue to be for several 
weeks yet. Thereisa finecrop of them produced 
in Spain this season, and the steamers bring them 
here so quickly that they are nearly always in per- 
fect order when they arrive here, and it has be- 
come almost as safe to ship white grapes as any of 
the Mediterrane:n products. A barrel of white 
grapes will contain 45 pounds of fruit. They are 
packed for 50 pounds, and they can be bought for 
$4 50 per barrel for common ones. to $6 50 for the 
best, making the commons cost retailers 10 cents 
per pound, and the best not more than 15 cents. 
Florida oranges are coming in small quantity to 
the market, and give indications that the crop this 
season will be both abundant and of fine quality. 
They are mostly shipped here in boxes holding 
each about a half-barre}, and so far have sold very 
freely. The best of them sell for $4 50 per box, 
and common ones for less than $3. They will be 
more abundant next week, and doubtless there 
will be a slight decline in prices. The nut crop, 
which promised earlier in the season to be so 
abundant, has disappointed the public. The worms 
have destroyed hundreds of bushels of chestnuts 
and hickory nuts. It is scarcely possible to get 
any of these nuts free from worms. 
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STEAM-SHIPS UNDER SAIL. 
ACCIDENTS WHICH DELAYED THE STATE 


OF GEORGIA AND CITY OF RICHMOND. 
Two of the European steam-ships which ar- 
rived yesterday were delayed by accidents which 
happened to their machinery. The State of Geor- 
gia, of the State Line, from Glasgow, was due here 
Friday. She met with several severe westerly 
gales, with head-seas, in which she labored heavily. 


At7 P. M. lest Tuesday it was discovered that a 
portion of one of the boilers was about to give out. 
in order to prevent an explosion the steam in the 
boilers was blown off and the ship was put under 
sail. The engineers went to work and patched up 
the portion of the boiler which had proved defec- 
tive. It was late the fellowing day before this work 
was completed. In the meantime, the State of 
Georgia had made little or no progress under sail. 
During the remainder of the voyage the ordinary 

ressure of steam was not put on thé injured 

oiler. The steam-ship appeared to be in a per- 
fectly sound condition upon her arrival at this port 
yesteraay. 

The City of Richmond, of the Inman Line, was 
due here Friday evening, but did not reach her 
dock until yesterday morning. She encountered 
rough weather for several days, during which she 
behaved well. Last Thursday night, when she was 
within 210 miles of Sandy Hook,a portion of the 
machinery sometimes known as the ‘*saddle”’ gave 
out. The ship was put under sail and the engineers 
undertook to repair the injuries. It took them 20 
hours to make temporary repairs. During the 
time that the maehinery was idle little progress 
was made under sail. After the Richmond started 
up again she was obliged to proceed with great 
caution. The portion of her macbinery which 
gave out will be thoroughly repaired before she 
starts on her return voyage for Liverpool.

FOUND FLOATING IN THE BAY. 
A BODY FOUND AT STAPLETON WHICH IS 
THOUGHT TO BE EVIDENCE OF A MURDER. 

The people of Stapleton, Staten Island, are 
very much exercised by reason of the mystery 
which surrounds the death of an unknown man, 
of between 65 and 70 years of age, whose body 
was found floating inthe Bay on Saturday morn- 
ing at 6 o’clock. Michael Haggerty, a lad of about 
15 years of age, first discovered the body, which 
was floating in the water near the boat-house which 
stands on the beach directly infront of the grounds 
of the now abandoned Seaman's Retreat. Young 
Haggerty at once summoned Officer James Fitzpat- 
rick, of the Stapleton Police force, and other gen- 


tlemen who happened to be near. Officer Fitzpat- 
rick drew the body from the water, and it was 
taken to Undertaker Oate’s morgue, near by. A 
search of the clothing was made, but nothing 
was found in any of the pockets of the 
clothing except a small black  sleeve-button. 
The body was without a hat or coat. Atthe centre 
of the back of the head wasa star-shaped cut, 
with four arms, the scalp being cut for an inch or 
more in each direction. In the eentre was a deep 
hole througk what appeared to bea bad fracture 
of the skull. This appeared to have been made by 
a blow struck from behind and while the victim 
was standing. The theory that the eid gentleman 
was killed seemsto be borne out by the stories 
told by John _ Corsa, an Italian, who was formerly 
steward at the Seaman’s Retreat and who is now 
employed there as a watchman. He and his wife 
were awakened at about 1 o’clock on Saturday 
morning by cries of distress, shrilland clear. These 
were heard twice, and then all was still. Both 
Corsa and his wife supposed at the time that the 
cries were those of men employed on one of the 
canal-boate lying at the wharf and engaged insome 
brawl, an event whichis of no infrequent occur- 
rence. A colored man employed on one of Parm- 
ly’s canal-boats, which left Staten Island on Satur- 
day night, told a similar story to the Police at the 
time the body was found. He claimed to have 
heard a call for help made twice, and. from the 
direction in which it came, supposed it to be from 
on board a vessel lying just outside the bay in 
which the body was found. 

Notwithstanding these statements, the fact that 
the pockets of the dead man had apparentiy been 
rifled of all their contents, the fact that the body 
had no coat on, and that it had been in the water 
only a few hours at most, Dr. Ambrose, the Coro- 
ner, inclines to the theory that the case is one of 
suicide or accidental drowning. He made only a 
cursory examination of the body, however, when 
on Saturday be impaneled a jury of inquest, 
which will meet at 7:30 this evering. He 
will make a more thorough examination to-day 
and decide whether an autopsy is necessary. His 
theory for the wound in the head is that it was 
made by the body being thrown against the rocks 
in the bay bythe action of the tide, This is the 
first body that has been found in this portion of 
the waters washing Staten Island in 16 years. Be- 
fore the filling in of a portion of this bay so as to 
permit of the construction of a wharf, it was a fre- 
quent occurrence for bodies to be washed ashore 
there, but the construction of the dock at this 
point has changed the course of the current, and 
bodies would. not be washed in there now unleas 
they were thrown in the water near the shore, 
This fact leads those familiar with the water there- 
abouts to come to the conelusion that there must 
have been foul playor else the body would not 
have been found where it was, It would hardiy 
have been washed where it was in any event 
but for the prevalence of an easterly wind, 

The only thing about the dead man which will 
tend to lead to his identification is a mole on the 
left side of his neck about the size of a penny, and 
of a deep brown color. No one called at the 
Morgue yesterday to identify the body, and no one 
is known to be missing from any portion of Staten 
Island who at all answers the description. The 
man is not known by any one who has seen the 
bedy as having been seen on or about the island. 
The authorities will to-day try and solve the mys- 
tery.
